Otto flies

OTTAWA CP) — 
Transport Minister Otto 
Lang used a government 
airplane to travel to a 
liberal party curling bon- 
spiel in Regina earlier 
this month, Lome Nys- 
trom (NDP—Yorictcm-Mel- 
ville> said Monday. 

He asked the minister 
to e}q)lain to the Com¬ 
mons why he made the 
flight at public expense. 
Nystrom said the min¬ 
ister — who has been the 
centre of a controversy in- 
vdlviQg the use of govern¬ 
ment planes — new to 
Regina the we^cend of 
Feb. S to attend a bon- 
spiel and reception by the 
Assiniboia, Sa^., Liberal 
association. 

MPa denied the request 
for a Commons explana¬ 
tion under a Commons 
rule that requires unani- 
mous House consent fw 
8u<di moves. 

Late last year, Lang 
told the Commons in a 
written reply that he 
spent about |740,00Q using 
government airplanes 
during a three-year period 
ending early in 1976. 

Outside the House, Nys¬ 
trom said Lang claims he 
used the government air¬ 
craft because the trip was 
primarily designed to at¬ 
tend to government busi¬ 
ness. 

Business trips should 
not be planned on the 
same weekends as Liberal 
party functions in the 
same areas, Nystrom told 
reporters. 


OTTAWA (CP) - Con¬ 
sumer Affairs Minister Anth¬ 
ony Abbott said Monday the 
banks were creating “wide 
alarm’* by saying they would 
reduce inteiest payments on 
savings if they were required 
to make such payments more 
than twice a year. 

He told Ihe Commons that 
bankers opposed as too costly 
legislative proposals that 
wtxdd require banks to credit 
interest on savings accounts 


monthly, rather than the 
present rate of only twice a 
year. 

Ihe Canadian Bankers’ As- 
sociatksi raised the possibility 
of reducing interest payments 
to “cast wide alarm’’ and 
such action was “unjustified 
and inappropriate.” 

Abbott made the state¬ 
ments in reply to questions by 
Stanley Knowles (NDP—Win¬ 
nipeg North Centre) who 
suggested banks were utter¬ 


ing threats which represent 
collusion. 

Abbott said his depart¬ 
ment’s contoines investigation 
branch had no autooarity to 
look into the possibility of col¬ 
lusion among the chartered 
banks. Banks were governed 
by separate federal legislation 
— the Bank Act —- and feU 
outsdde the jurisdiction of the 
combines investigator. 

The consumer affairs min¬ 
ister assured Knowles the 


government had no intention 
of backing away from its pro¬ 
posals to strengthen the ri^ts 
of borrowers and depositors. 

The legislation now is be¬ 
fore committee and the bank¬ 
ers’ associatitm said last week 
it would reduce interest pay¬ 
ments on , savings if certain 
sections of the Mil were 
passed. 

The association represents 
the interests of the country’s 
12 chartered banks. It said It 


oppos.ed a suggestion to per¬ 
mit monthly interest deposits 
on accounts and another that 
would base interest payments 
an a daily reading rather than 
the current six-monthly bal¬ 
ance in an account. 

The association said such 
changes would increase ad¬ 
ministrative co^ and these 
would have to be paid by the 
depositor in the form of re¬ 
duced interest payments. 

Outside the Commons, Ab¬ 


bott said the bankers were 
"overstating their case’’ and 
they knew all along that tiie 
government had no intention 
of creating adnunistrative 
nis^tmares for them over in¬ 
terest paygnepts. 

Officials are studying how 
many times a year interest 
misht have to be paid. It 
could be on a quartet basis 
but “we will be making it 
quite clear on times it will 
have to be paid,” he said.

‘Lost’ jobless 
garbage 
minister

OTTAWA (CP) — Man¬ 
power Minister Bud Cullen ac¬ 
cused Opposition MPs of 
spreading garbage and mis¬ 
chief across the aountry Mon¬ 
day as they continued to 
argue the existence of “the 
hidden unemployed.’’ 

It was the latest develop¬ 
ment in the Commons over 
charges that Statistics Qma- 
da. the government’s figure- 
gathering agency, had been 
drastically underestimating 
true unemployment. 

Lincoln Alexander (Hamil¬ 
ton West), tha Cbnservative 
manpower critic, called for an 
investigation into allegations 
that a Statistics Canada em¬ 
ployee started the debate by 
leaking information to New 
Democratic Party leader Ed 
Broadbcnl. / 

Broadbent has said that Sta¬ 
tistics Canada seriously un¬ 
derestimates the number of 
jobless Canadians by not in¬ 
cluding those in categories 
such as workers who have 
given up looking for jobs be¬ 
cause of job shortages. 

Cullen accused the MP of 
“aiding and abetting the mis- 
infOTmation and garbage 
being spread by the leader of 
the New Democratic Party.” - 

Alexander said^ even Statis¬ 
tics Canada itsw said that 
true unemployment now to¬ 
talled more than one million 
people. 


Cullen said that when 
money was allocated to con¬ 
stituencies for jobs created 
under Canada Works and 
Young Canada Works, the 
government’s latest job-crea¬ 
tion programs, the regular un¬ 
employment statistics were 
not used in areas of high un¬ 
employment. 

He referred MPs to letter* 
he sent them last memth 
which said money was allo¬ 
cated on the basis at Siatistics 
Canada’s monthly survey of 
the labor force or the number 
of iHiemployment insurance 
claimants m the constituency, 
whichever showed a higher 
number of unemployed. 

Regardless of which calcu¬ 
lation was used, if there was 
a “labor surplus rate” below 
five per cent in a constitii- 
ency, $30,000 w^as granted 
under the job-creation pro¬ 
gram. When above five per 
cent. $100,000 was granted, he 
said. 

The letter said the optional 
calculation was good b^ause 
the monthly labor force statis¬ 
tics did not, for example,, 
count part-time workers as 
unemployed. On the other 
hand, the unemployment in- 
s u r a n c e figiures exluded 
young pec^le who did not 
qualify for benefits but who 
were looking f<x' jobs.

Little red pom-pom people 
fight abortion in Ottawa 


NEW DEUn (AP) — Vijya- 
lakshmi Pandit, a revered 
Indian political figure and 
aunt of Prime Minister In¬ 
dira Gandhi, joined the op- 
poaltion to her niece Monday 
with a bitter denunciation of 
Mrs. Gandhi’s emergency 
government. 

“Democratic institutions 
which we had built up through 
the years of independence 
were smothered and de¬ 
stroyed <»»€ after another,” 
she said. 

The TS-ywr-old Mrs. Pan¬ 
dit, a torm^ji^ident ot the 
United'NifGaBr General As¬ 
sembly, pledged to campaign 
actively to defeat the prime 
minister — “my niece whom I 
lo^ so much” — and the rul¬ 
ing CJMigress Party in parlia- 
m e n t a r y elections next 
month. 

Mrs. Pandit is the sister of 
todia’s fiiet prime minister, 
the late Jawaharlal Nehru, 
Mrs. Gandhi’s father. 

She delivered a blistering 
attack on the 20-m<mth-old 
emergency, which began with 
suss^sion of civil liberties, 
imposition of press censorship 
and jailing of thousands of op¬ 
position politicians. 

“It la of the highest impor¬ 
tance to put an end to the au¬ 
thoritarian trend which has 
grown to vast profx^rtiona and 
is deetroying cherished values 


- \ 


which have guided us through 
the freedom stru^e. values 
which uphold the dignity and 
worth of the individual,” she 
said. 

India’s political opposition 
received a psychological boost 
from Mrs. Pandit’s decision. 
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OTTAWA (CP) — The desks 
of MPs in the Commons on 
Monday were decorated with 
little red pom-pom people 
made of wool and felt, carry¬ 
ing signs reading “L^ve 
Life.” 

Donald Munro (PC- 
Esquimalt-Saanich) and 
Ursula ApoUora (L-Ych1c 
South) said they handed out 
the token on behalf of the Ca-. 
nadiah Youth Pro-Life Orga¬ 
nization, an ' anti-aborti(m 
group made up mainly of stu¬ 
dents. 

At a news conference later 
neither MP endorsed a state¬ 
ment by the head of the orga¬ 
nization, 21-yeaiM)ld nursing 
student Eleanor Lusignan, 
that the government’s major 
report on abortion made pub¬ 


lic last week “suggests that 
Parliament is forgetting about 
the most defenceless of all 
Canadians — the unborn 
chUd. 

“Instead of recommending 
positive action for Pariiament 
towards the protection of the 
unborn child, it actively ad¬ 
vocates abortion on demand.” 
Miss Lusignan said. 

However, the report, writ- 
toi by a three-member com- 
mittte headed by sociologist 
RoMn Badgley after an 
IS-montti study, does not ad¬ 
vocate abortion on demand. It 
contains no recommendations. 

It does say that legal abor¬ 
tions are not equally accessi¬ 
ble to all Canadian women 
because of varied interpreta- 
tiems of the law and varied 


rules applied by provincial 
governments, hospital ad¬ 
ministrations and the medical 
profession. 

Miss Lusignan, from Hull, 
Que., said in an interview she 
had only read a sununary of 
the report, not the entire 
438-page document. 

Munro and Mrs. Appolloni 
said they could neither en¬ 
dorse nor dismiss the views of 
the youth organizations be¬ 
cause they had not read the 
report either. Both MPs 
belong to a conunittee of 
MPs calling themselves “de¬ 
fence of the unborn.” 

“It’s their view, their opin¬ 
ion of the report and they 
have a right to it.” said Mrs. 
A{H)oUoni. 


Gibson said the cost of get¬ 
ting the coal to the ships that 
would take it to Japan would 
amount to a ton. but the 
market price was only $35 a 
ton. 

He was speaking during de¬ 
bate on a New Democratic 
amendment that would have 
cut the salary of Ecwiomic 
Development Minister Donald 
Phillips to $1. The amendment 
was later defeated 27-16 in a 
vote on party lines. 

He said the Legislature 
would be asked to vote on the 
most “important economic 
question this year” — 
whether to go ahead with the 
coal scheme “without two 
bits” of information on it. 

He demanded Phillips table 
$3 million worth of studies 
into the project that Phillips 
said in ecuiier debate had 
been completed. 

Although he hoped Phillips 
would prove him wrong, Gib¬ 
son said, on the basis of fig¬ 
ures he had, the project was 
uneconomic unless the price 
of coal was increased and 
until secure long-term mar¬ 
kets were found. 

“Operating costs are $14 a 
ton, rail charges will be at 
least $18 a ton, port costs 
$1.50, royalty $1.50, deprecia¬ 
tion over 15 years $10 a ton 
.and interest $15 a ton at ID 
per cent. 

“You need $70-a-t(Mi coal for 
a decent return on equity,” 
Gibson said. 

“I hope it will go ahead, but 
we need the studies so w'e can 
consider the issues intelligent¬ 
ly.” Gibson added. “We can’t 
afford unecon<Mnic develop¬ 
ment; we have too many 
ways to spend the money we 
have,” he said. 

Warning the market for 
metallurgical coal was vola¬ 
tile, Gibson asked whether a 
decision <xi the northeast coal 
development would mean coal 
developments nearing fruition 
in the soutii would suffer.

‘Rich man’ tax bill approved 


Rodriguez armed for filibuster 


OTTAWA (CP) — Income 
tax changes increasing the 
ceiling on deductions for reg¬ 
istered retirement ' savings 
plans and tor day care were 
approved by the Oonunons 
Monday, but only after New 
Democrat John Rodriguez 
spoke <at length opposing the 
bUl. 

Rodriguez (Nickel 6elt> 
spoke tor a total of six hours 
and 10 minutes on the tax bill, 
based on the May 25, 1976, 
budget speech. 

He started hit speech last 
week, speaking fex* two hours 
and 36 minutes. Under a littie- 
used Oonunons rule, he had 


the fioor again when the de^ 
bate resumed Monday and 
used the entire debating time 
for the day. 

Paihamentary officials say 
the longest speech recorded in 
the Qjmmons in the last 60 
years was by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, then Opposition lea¬ 
der. He spoke aknost 15 hours 
attacktoK the Borden govern¬ 
ment’s navy bill. 

Since then only fonner 
prime ministers John Diefen- 
baker and Lester Pearson and 
Prime Minister Trudeau have 
spoken just over three hours 
earii. 

An NDP motion asking that 


the bill go back to committee 
to reconsider the government 
decision to impose a surtax on 
inexHnes over $30,000 for the 
1876 tax year only was defeat¬ 
ed 155 to 13. Only Gilbert Ron¬ 
deau (SC—Sheftord) voted 
with the l^P. 

The CSommons then went on 
to approve all of the chants 
in the bill. 'Ihe vote was 
155-13. 

’The government lesfxmded 
to last week’s lengttiy speech 
by Rodriguez by passing a 
motion limiting drimte to one 
more day. 

It was the second time in 
two weeks that the govern¬ 


ment had resorted to cloeure. 
called by Opposition MPs “a 
dictatorial tool” to push the 
bill through the House. It was 
only the 22nd time that clo¬ 
sure — a debate time limit — 
was used in Pariiament’s his¬ 
tory. 

Because Rodriguez still ha(l 
the floor when the closure mo¬ 
tion was introduced, he was 
allowed to continue speaking 
Monday.

Flexibility urged 

Kitimat 
not only 
pipe port 

OTTAWA (CP) — A federal 
Interdepartmental committee 
studying environmental 
aspects of the proposed Ki¬ 
timat to Edmonton pipeline 
should be flexible enougli to 
study alternative tanker 
ports. Don Munro (PC- 
Esquimalt-Saanich) said Mon¬ 
day. 

He'told the Commons the 
committee should have the 
power to determine whether 
Kitimat is the best site for a 
tanker terminal or whether 
there are better places. 

External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said the com¬ 
mittee can examine all possi¬ 
ble sites. “It’s not committed 
to one port.” 

He said he wt>uld have to 
check on a subsequent Munro 
question on whether the com¬ 
mittee’s work is being co-or¬ 
dinated with studies by the 
environment department and 
other agencies. 

Kitimat Oil Pipe Line Ltd. 
has proposed a TlO-mile line 
to E^hiKxiton from Kitimat to 
link up with U.S.-bound lines. 
The Kitimat line would carry 
a mixture ot Alaskan and In¬ 
donesian oil. 

The proposal has brought 
loud oi^sition from citizens’ 
groups which fegr tanker 
spills in the treacherous 
waters leading to Kitimat. 

Environment Minister 
Romeo LeBlanc has promised 
public hearings on the marine 
aspect of the proposal. The 
national energy board will 
conduct hearings on Ihe over¬ 
land route. 

Munro and Conservative en- 
vinonment critic Bill Jar\i8 
pressed the government to 
work with a Uhited States 
govemment study cm the best 
possible site for a West Coast 
tanker terminal. 

Munro said in an inteniew 
that the Conservatives oppose 
the Kitimat terminal because 
of tile pollution hazards. They 
were also against tanker traf¬ 
fic in the Juan de Fuca Strait 
because of the potential for 
accidents in the heavily used 
waterway.

Hitler4over Mils five, self 


Suspended 
from job 
for rudeness 


NEW RjOCHEILLE, N.Y. 
(UPI) — A twice-court-mar- 
tiided, army veteran vriio ad- 
mked Adolf Hitler, had swas- 
tikaa tattooed to his arms and 
‘‘hated blacks” and Jews 
killed five people, including a 
policeman, then'shot himself 
to death Monday in a rage 
over a two-week job suspen¬ 
sion. 

Police said the muscle- 
bo u n d gunman, Freddie 
Cowan, 32, shot himself in the 
head with a »45K:alibre pistol 
after killing four co-workers 
and a New Rochelle police¬ 
man when he reported back 
lo work at the Neptune World¬ 
wide Moving Co. from a two- 
week suspension. 

His body was found behind 
a makeshift barricade in k 
■company vice-president’s of¬ 
fice on the top floor of the 
two-stoi^ building overlook¬ 
ing main street in this quiet 
New York City “bedroom” su¬ 
burb. 

Police, fearful that Oowan 
still had hostages, did not 
move in for more than three 
hours after the gunman killed 
himself. Tliey said ri^r 
mortis had already set in by 
the time they found his body. 

Cowan had. told co-workers

he planned to “get” the man 
who suspended him because 
he was rude to a customer, 
but that man, dispatcher Nor¬ 
man Bing, escaped injury. 

Police said Cowan shot the 
first patrolman on toe scene, 
Allen McLeod, 32, as the of¬ 
ficer steM)ed from his car at 
7:50 a.m. He had already 
.slain the four co-workers in¬ 
side the building — two 
blacks, a native of India and 
a Caucasian.

— potato salad and cocoa — 
and apologized to Mayor Vin¬ 
cent Rippa for “causlhg so 
much trouble.” 

Cowan was a body-budlding 
enthusiast whose picture ap¬ 
pears in the current issue of 
the reader-photo section of the 
magazine Muscle Training D- 
lustrated. 

Friends said he was also a 
devoted admirer of Adolf 
Hitler. Neighborhood teen¬ 
agers said he often showed 
them his gun collection and 
his collection of Nazi memory 
abilia. 

Hegarty said police 
searched Cowan’s room at his 
parents’ home. He said they 
found ‘‘evidence indicating 
some allegiance to a cause,”

Fires ignited 
by power lines 


LONDON (UPD — Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Crosland, 
who suffered a stroke at his 
desk while wrestling witlv the 
Rhodesian problem, was 
“dangerously ill” in an Ox¬ 
ford hospital Mcmday, the 
foreign office reported. 

Crosland, 58, was striken 
Sunday evening at his count 
home at Ad|jlei:bury. He " 
admitt^d'-fo^the Radcliffe Li- 
r at nearby Oxford, the 
I office said. 

“His condition has since 
then deteriorated and he Is 
dangerously ill,” a foreign of¬ 
fice statement said. 

Crosland, 58, a member of 
the governing Labor Party’s 
right wing, was named 
foreign secretary by Prime 
Minister James Callaghan in 
April, 1976, after Callaghan 
took over from former prime 
mdnlsiter Harold WQson. Cros¬ 
land ran as a right-wing can¬ 
didate for the party leader¬ 
ship after Wilson retired, but 
was eliminated on the first 
ballot. 

Crosland has recently been 
heavily involved In efforts to 
bring about a peaceful settle¬ 
ment in Rhodesia. 

Because of a previous 
speaking engagement in Ox¬ 
ford, (Trosland was unable to 
meet Andrew Young when the 
U.S. ambassador to the Unit¬ 
ed Nations stopped over brief¬ 
ly in London Friday to report 
on his rec«it swing through 
Africa. 

The foreign office said Cros¬ 
land spent the weekend work¬ 
ing on official papers. 

A spokesman said Crosland 
drove Sunday morning to 
nearby Deddington to buy 
newspapers, then went for his 
usual walk. After returning 
home he “resumed work on 
the Rhodesian problem.”

Four murdered 
in $30 robbery 


MELBOURNE. AiMtralia 
(UPI) — Weekend bushfires 
that blazed through the heart 
Victoria state’s lush graz¬ 
ing land, killing five persons 
and causing about $40 million 
in damage, may have been 
sparked by downed power 
lines, State Premier Rupert 
Hamer said Monday. 

About 70 fires Saturday 
•wept throus^ the area 60 
miles northwest of Melbourne, 
killing five, destroying about 
80 homes and wiping out some 
300,000 acres ct grazing land. 

“It seems that most of the 
fires originated from power 
lines, trees falling on them 
and posts blowing over,” 
Hammer told a cabinet meet¬ 
ing. 

Farmers shooting and bury¬ 
ing injured livestock reported 


about 250.000 sheep and 10,000 
cattle died in the fires, the 
worst in Victoria in eight 
years. 

A spokesman for the Gra¬ 
ziers Association said the 
group had received a number 
of reports that many of the 
fires wore started by State 
Electricity Commissjen power 
lines. 

The association said the de¬ 
vastating fires which spread 
throughout the northeast of 
the state In 1969 were also 
blamed on the commiaaion’s 
installations. 

The state government 
began organizing help Mon¬ 
day for families left home¬ 
less by the fires, and fod¬ 
der and emergency supplies 
and equipment were delivered 
to farms and small townships 
In the region.

Building bridges for your future Canada 
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Peninsula water crisis 


F or those areas of the Saanich Peninsula not 
yet linked with the Greater Victoria water 
system, water problems have been made that much 
more serious by the rainless winter. Wells are low as 
well as the level of Elk-Beaver Lake which supplies 
much of the outer region. The shortage has become so 
critical that the plan is for a hurry-up temporary hook¬ 
up with a 48-inch pipeline to the Royal Oak reservoir to 
replenish Elk-Beaver. 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum says the provincial 
government should help with the plan. If his 
predecessor Hugli Curtis, now minister of municipal 
affairs, meant what he said when he gqt the various 
water boards of the peninsula together with a view to 
eventual servicing of outer area needs through 
Greater Victoria's Sooke Lake system, ‘*he should 
show some good faith in speeding up work on the 
temporary line.” 

Whether it's a matter of provincial responsibility 
might be questioned, but assistance is indicated 
anyway with the minister having department 
engineers looking into the matter. ‘T'm hoping to have 
more information soon.” 

Meanwhile, why not some action on the part of the 
troubled municipalities to conserve their dwindling 
supply? There hasn’t been a peep out of anyone about 
water wastage which should be a matter of equal 
concern. 

There’s the needless volume of water used in the 
flushing of toilets which can easily be reduced. It’s an 
old story, but a few building bricks placed in the tank 


of the toilet does the trick without lessening the 
efficiency of disposal. Between five and seven gallons 
of water are used in each flush of most modern-day 
conveniences” when only three-and-a-half are said to 
be required. 

In its concern over the wasting of water, the State 
of Oregon currently is processing a law requiring the 
installation of low-flush toilets in new construction 
beginning next year. It could be done immediately, 
there and anywhere, with “bricking” which soon, it 
might be noted, should give way to a more 
sophisticated saving device. 

Following the enactment of a law last year in 
California restricting the volume of water used in 
toilets of the future came word from Israel of the 
perfection of an inexpensive, practical water-saving 
flush mechanism which, the claim is made, any 
homeowner can install in a conventional toilet tank 
without special tools. 

There are a number of U.S. firms, too, offering 
devices which dam off a portion of the water tank so 
that part does not drain or have to be refilled. The 
Israeli Econo-Flush 5 has an advantage, though, with 
the option of a higher-volume flush for solid wastes or 
a smaller one for liquids. 

But until it becomes available, municipal officials 
of Saanich Peninsula might start discussing this 
indelicate ” subject and begin throwing some bricks 
for conservation along with its cries for provincial 
help.

Water shortages 


T he drought in northern California 

underscores the increasing shortage of water in 
most of the western United States. With demand 
growing from ever-bigger cities, new industries and 
irrigated farms, the use of water already has exceeded 
the renewable natural supply in some states. If present 
trends continue, critical situations are foreseen within 
a generation. 

A researcher of the University of California at 
Santa Cruz, Leo F. Laporte, has forecast that water 
demand in the year 2000 will significantly exceed 
supply for the United States as a whole ; that only three 
regions, in the Northeast, Southeast and Ohio Valley, 
will have an assured supply ; that other regions, mid- 
Atlantic, Midwest and Northwest, will have some 
shortages, but that in the remainder, mostly in the 
West, “projected future demand grossly exceeds the 
total supply.*’ 

In the circumstances, it is hardly surprising that 
attention has been called again to a somewhat 
staggering concept first brought forward about a 
decade ago. This is the proposal of the engineering 
firm, Ralph M. Parsons Co., to build a reservoir and 
canal system which would carry water from Alaska 


and British Columbia south and east to several 
provinces, a majority of American states and three in 
Mexico. 

The cost of this immense undertaking was 
estimated at $100 billion and inflation has probably 
increased this figure and will continue to do so over the 
years. And both because of the cost and the economics 
of operating such a system (let alone the other 
obstacles such as obtaining British ([Columbia’s consent 
to the forming and filling of an enormous reservoir 
extending from central B.C. to Idaho) it is difficult to 
believe that the plan will ever become a reality. 

But the fact that it has been considered seriously 
serves to remind British Columbians how much more 
fortunate they are with their water supply than their 
neighbors not very far to the south — and also how 
important. it is to preserve the province’s 
comparatively scarce agricultural land. 

Having land without enough water — as is the case 
in western Texas where “precipitous declines in 
•agricultural production” have been predicted by 1990 
— is a sorry state of affairs. Having water without 
sufficient arable land is not much better. 


More art) more I iuf-r^L 
firmly believe — and 
parliamentarians of other par¬ 
ties are beginning to go along 
with it — that Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s low-key response to 
Chiebec Premier Rene Leves¬ 
que is the correct strategy.

A good arms control chief 


From Moscow to Panama to 
Tokyo, the continuity of 
American foreign policy Is be¬ 
ing reaffirmed. By word and 
deed the Charter administration 
is operating to dear the chan¬ 
nels that have been the prin¬ 
cipal conduits of American 
policy in recent years. 

The latest piece of evidence 
is the appointment of Paul 
Warnke to be director of the 
.Arms Control and Dlsarma- 
ment Agency. Warnke had ex¬ 
tensive experience in the Pen¬ 
tagon in the Johnson ad¬ 
ministration and he is known as 
a moderate; that is to say, 
neither a hard- nor a soft-liner 
in the confrontation with the 
Soviet Union. 

In contrast to the recent 
custom. Warnke will wear two 
hats. He will be head of ACDA 
and he will also be head of the 
U.S. negotiating team in the ef¬ 
fort to reach a new S.A.L.T.

Flu without sympathy 


U.S. attitude alarming 


The alarming observations 
made by Andrew Young. 
America’s new ambassador to 
the United Nations, condoning 
the Cuban intervention in 
Angola and suggesting that 
Communism is no great threat, 
have not gone unnoticed in Bri¬ 
tain. As the London Daily 
Telegraph put it. there must 
now be grave doubt whether his 
abilities and perspective are 
adequate “to enable him to de¬ 
fend the cause of America and 
the West against star adver¬ 
saries in the global arena.” 

On the particular subject of 
Africa, Cyrus Vance, the new 
U.S. secretary of state, has so 
far done little to redress the 
balance. When a British news¬ 
paper correspondent asked 
him about Rhodesia, he said he 
thought “the solution should be 
along the lines the British have 
been urging.” 

This “solution” is the one 
which the Rhodesian premier, 
Ian Smith, has just flatly re¬ 
jected as being quite incom¬ 
patible with the Kissinger plan 
and simply constituting a han¬ 
dover, under British supervi¬ 
sion. to the Marxist guerrillas. 

Ivor Richard, the fat ex- 
Labor Party politician, who op¬ 
timistically offered this 
“solution” to Mr. Smith and 
seemed surprised by its rejec¬ 
tion. is Mr. Young’s British 
counterpart at the United Na¬ 
tions. He hasn’t been in New 
York for some time, though. 
He has been trundling rather 
pathetically around Africa try¬ 
ing to put together the shat¬ 
tered fragments of the Geneva 
Conference on Rhodesia

He speaks for the Labor 
government, of course: and 
liberal conunentators have ap¬

They can see quite 
clearly that the British govern¬ 
ment is operating a double¬ 
standard in favor of the Black 
Nationalists, and they don’t 
like it. 

Suppose it was Mr. Smith 
who kept trying to vary the 
terms of the Kissinger agree¬ 
ment. while the Black 
Nationalists stuck firmly to 
what had been agreed. Liberal 
commentators and left-wing 
politicians would be clamoring 
against Smith’s “trickiness” 


and saying that it was impossi¬ 
ble ever to make a deal with 
him. 

And. as a former Conser¬ 
vative cabinet minister asked, 
if the British government’s 
“solution” is really not sub¬ 
stantially different from the 
Kissinger agreement, why is 
Mr. Smith more to blame for 
rejecting it than the Black 
Nationalists for repudiating the 
Kissinger proposals? 

What people in Britain think 
about Andrew Young and Ivor 
Richard, about the British 
government’s “solution” and 
the American government’s 
support for it, is very much 
less important than what peo¬ 
ple in South Africa — and es¬ 
pecially the South African 
prime minister, Mr. Vorster — 
think.

Thus future hopes for better ties between the world’s two 
most powerful nations stand at a curcial point, analysts here 
say.

Moscow IS seen here as challenging Carter by flashing 
two sets of signals at the same time: 

The first signal is green. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
is coming here March 28 to talk about arms control — and a 
lengthy analysis in the Communist Party newspaper Pravda 
Feb. 5 underscores Soviet willingness to talk. 

The second signal, however, is red. The first American 
correspondent to 1^ expelled in six years — George Krimsky.

Life bitter for Saigon middle class 


"Don't listen to what they say, but look at what they do 
This is the slogan of the resistance in South Vietnam today. 

It is being splashed on walls and fences throughout Saigon 
and has spread, according to recent refugees, to towns all 
over the country. 

It says nothing and everything, as the new administra¬ 
tion is wdl aware. But above all, it reflects the unwillingness 
of the South Vietnamese, almost two years after the end of 
the war, to accept the austerities and discipline of com¬ 
munist rule. 

Angered by continuing escape attempts by small boats, 
the authorities in Vung Tau now permit only one fisherman 
to put to sea each day. 

He must be accompanied by anned guards and leave his 
family ashore as a guarantee that he will return. 

In other parts of the country, officials have removed the 
engines from fishing boats. 

The result is that it has become more difficult for people 
to escape, but in addition to a shortage of meat, rice and 
vegetables, there is now a shortage of fish. 

Dogs and cats vanished into the cooking pots of their 
owners not long after the war ended. Food shortages become 
worse every month. 

The real tragedy for the middle classes began in the mid¬ 
dle of 1975 when they were told that they had 12 hours in 
which to take all their money to the bank. Each family had 
the right to retain the equivalent of about $200. 

Ruined and desperate, many Vietnamese took their own 
lives. One man who remained in Vietnam during this period 
and was expelled after 15 months under the new administra¬ 
tion was a French Canadian Jesuit priest named Father 
Andre Gelinas. He talks of "dozens of thousands of 
suicides.” 

Without money to buv food and other necessities, people 
concluded that they would be sent to the much feared new 
economic zones. They committed suicide in families. A 
former police officer killed his wife, his 10 children then shot 
himself. Others took poison at the dinner table. 

The mass suicides continued for many weeks. One young 
woman who took poison and was taken to hospital by the 
authorities said that she saw some hundreds of bodies 
stacked up in a corridor. All had committed suicide. 

For those who wanted to continue to live, eating, surviv¬ 
ing are the principal problems. 

Olinas, who was in a privileged position and had money to 
buy food, gained more than 30 pounds after his release. "It it 
not so much the famine," he says, "but the misery of the 
life.” 

Beri beri has become endemic. For a time there were 
flourishing black markets in food and pharmaceuticals. Both 
have dried up. 

Anyone wanting to buy writing paper has to explain the 
reason why. Typewriters have been confiscated b^use of 
their use in putting out anti-government propaganda.

Fernwood centre 
extends a welcome

Black peasant pajamas are the approved attire. But 
most people, with no money to buy anything, continue to 
wear Western clothes. Day after day they are stopped in the 
streets and lectured for “insulting the people.” 

Girls wearing their hair long are stopped and shorn on 
the spot. Even a Swiss Red Cross official was stopped and 
threatened with the same treatment because a soldier ob¬ 
jected to the length of his hair. 

Arrests are not announced officially, and families can 
never be sure what has happened when one of their members 
disappear. 

Being sent to a re-educatian camp is not officially 
described as a punishment but as a favor, a chance offered 
by the government for the ^ilty to purge themselves and to 
be provided with a new spirit. 

According to official statistics, there are 300.000 people 
in re-education camps. 

Former military military camps are being used for re¬ 
education. They house between 3,000 and 5.000 internees, 
most of whom are to be confined for an average period of 
three years. 

If families want to communicate with those in the re¬ 
education camps, they have to prove themselves worthy sup¬ 
porters of the regime. They are then given a postal code 
number, without any geographic address. 

Saigon residents are not allowed to visit relatives in the 
camps, but in some provincial areas the families have the 
right to visit for 15 minutes each month. This does not apply, 
however, in the case of former military officers and senior 
officials of the Thieu regime. According to Gelinas, in a 
camp for former paratroops four or five men are shot each 
day, just as an example to the others. 

In the most extreme case, all the internees in one camp, 
former policemen, were killed. This occurred on April 24 last 
year. 

I Three widows of the dead policemen worked in Gelinas* 
centre. According to the official explanation the camp had 
been attacked by guerillas who were trying to seize a muni¬ 
tions depot in the camp. In the confusion, the policemen at¬ 
tempted to run away. 

One widow received a message: “We have pleasure in 
telling you that your husband’s rights as a citizen have been 
restored after having been found dead in combat with the 
enemies of the state . . 


This case. Gelinas believes, was the extreme. Although 
life is extremely hard in the re-education camps, executions 
are unusual. There is much bad treatment and beatings are 
common, but there is no torture. 

All day the occupants work in the fields. In the evenings 
they attend re-education lectures. And once a week they 
review their own activities, after which the responsible 
cadre reports to the camp commandant on the progress his 
pupils have made. 

Gelinas calls it all the second death of Vietnam. It 
sounds appropriate — until you compare it with Cambodia, 
where the middle class has not just been dispossessed but 
massacred. 


These observers argue that, while pressure from world 
opinion is necessary to try to ease Soviet treatment of dissi¬ 
dents and encourage observation of human rights, such pres¬ 
sure must be wisely and carefully handled. 

It might be more effective, they argue, to exert pressure 
through private channels, speaking publicly only at carefully 
chosen moments. 

An ideal opportunity to speak out will come in the near 
future as the 35 signatories of the 1975 Helsinki declaration 
prepare to meet in Belgrade in June to review compliance 
with that document. 


But Moscow and Washington differ greatly in their in¬ 
terpretations of the Helsinki declaration, one section of 
v\*hich calls for more tllseral treatment of those who wish to 
travel between nations or emigrate. 

Washington sees the declaration as a lever with which to 
try to move Moscow to a more liberal position. Moscow sees 
the human-rights provision as calling for more exchange of 
information and culture and for other contacts ~ but not as 
justifying outside criticism of its own affairs. 

The U.S. Congress tried to force Moscow’s hand in 1974 
by passing the Jackson-Vanik amendments to the trade act. 
These made a lowering of U.S. tariff barriers and the 
availability of U.S. government credits dependent on more 
Jewish emigration here. This angered the Soviets, and 
emigration has been reduced by two-thirds ever since. 


Dissidents here want Carter to stand firm. Several of 
them have said that Carter and Vance had betrayed them by 
failing to give full and immediate backing to Sakharov. 
W'estem observers here say the dissidents may have jumped 
to conclusions too quickly. 

But the public Soviet attitude has been clear since just 
after the U.S. election. Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev told 
American businessmen in November, and the world in his 
speech in Tula on Jan. 18, that any effort to force the Soviets 
into acts imcompatible with socialist democracy would be 
futile. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Moscow is eager for arms control, apparently in genuine 
concern that right-wing pressure from Washington will touch 
off new waves ^f American weapons-building and force 
Moscow to ram up its already stretched economy. 

News that Paul C. Warnke, an advocate of arms control, 
was nominated to head the U.S. team at the SALT (strategic 
arms limitation talks) in Geneva, was welcome here. 

In a Pravda article Feb. 5, the Kremlin's chief U.S.- 
watcher. Oorgi. Arbatov, denied Moscow was seeking 
armed superiority and stressed that time was running short 
for a new stratesic-arms accord. 


In generally balanced language. Arbatov went into un¬ 
usual military ^tail. The U.S. have naval bases and nuclear 
missiles stationed near the Soviet Union, he said, to balance 
Soviet advantages in the number of missiles and their throw 
weight. Washington has more warheads. 

The article seemed designed to prepare domestic opinion 
here for any future arms control pacts as well as to en¬ 
courage Carter to stand firm against right-wing pressures.

ConservatiW leader Scott 
Wallace has called on the pro¬ 
vincial government to es¬ 
tablish an insurance and fi¬ 
nance corporation to assist 
the tourist industry. 

Wallace told the Legislature 
•Monday that such a cOTpora- 
tion would help the industry 
in lean years and draw on 
e.xcess funds in good years. 

But Provincial Secretary 
Grace McCarthy, minister of 
travel industry, said in an in¬ 
terview that such a corpora¬ 
tion was impossible now. 

Mrs. McCarthy said the 
company would require gov¬ 
ernment funds for something 
that was essentially "risky for 
taxpayers.” 

She said the plan could only 
wprk within a vibrant econ¬ 
omy, but noted that such a 
plan probably wx>uldn’t be 
necessary then. 

Wallace said the corpora¬ 
tion wx)uld have a two-fold 
purpose — to provide pay¬ 
ments .^uring poor years and 
to set*up something “like a 
mortgage guarantee scheme 
for first-mortgage financing.” 

He said financing would be 
a\ailable for insured tourist 
, industry projects owned or 
controlled by B.C. residents. 

The Cbnservative leader 
said the financing would be 
self-sustaining without sub 
sidy by the government. 

The insurance scheme, said 
Wallace, would operate like 
crop insurance, on a basis of 
voluntary participation. 

He said such a scheme, set 
up by the ministry of econom¬ 
ic development in conjunction 
with the ministry of travel, 
would be of great benefit at 
present to the suffering ski in¬ 
dustry.

A revised estimate to resur¬ 
face and upgrade the running 
track at the Centennial Stadi¬ 
um at UVic is S145,000. rather 
than the $250,000 estimated 
last year? Oak Bay council 
learned Monday night. 

A letter from the committee 
asking the municipality for a 
$4,366 contribution to the total 
cost was tabled by council 
until budget discussiems and 
until it learns whether the 
Greater Victoria school 
board will also contribute. 

The stadium committee 
asked the area municipalities 
to contribute on a shared-cost 
basis a total of $37,000 toward 
the stadium upgrading — 
.$15,307 fbr Victoria, $14,230 for 
Saanich, $4,366 from . Oak 
Bay and $3,097 from Esqui- 
malt. 

It said it hoped for $29,000 
from the federal government, 
another $29,000 from the pro¬ 
vincial government, and the 
-university would provide 
$50,000 frbm its own funds to 
w ard the job. 


"The original track has 
withstood the use of many 
thousands of Victorians, and 
there is now an urgent need to 
resurface the track, to widen 
it and give it a 400-metre 
length,’' the committee said 
in its apijeal to the four mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

Responses from them and 
the school board may take 
several weeks to filter 
through the various councils 
and committees.

He tried Monday to get a 
Capital Region Board public 
works committee to debate, 
and loss out, an Oak Bay- 
commissioned Bullock Guelpa 
and Associates Ltd. repwi; on 
an alternate sewage disposal 
scheme for Oak Bay. 

The scheme recommends 
an outfall off Little Trial Is¬ 
land, with a station there to 
suck the sewage from the 
mainland instead of the re¬ 
gion’s scheme for a pumping 
station at Shoal Bay to take 
sewage to Clover Point for 
disposal through an outfall 
there. 

Tenders have already been 
called for the Clover Point 
outfall, and both the outfall, 
and the pump station already 
under construction there, 
have capacity for the Oak 
Bay sewage. 

Saanich Aid. Sandy Nwl, 
who agreed with McKenzie, 
said that the delays caused by 
Oak Bay objections were 
costing money. 

"It appears to me that ali 
these delays have been 
caused basically by one indi- 
^^dual who must have gained 
the support of. some of his 
neighbors,” Noel said. 

Oak Bay Aid. John Goult 
acknowledged that the new 
report was ‘‘merely concep¬ 
tual.” 

"There may be some very 
germane criticisms from en¬ 
gineering and financial points 
of view,” Goult said. “But we 
feel it raises sufficient ques¬ 
tions and we want an indepen¬ 


dent appraisal of the propos¬ 
al.” 

He said the new scheme 
could be financially advan¬ 
tageous, and esthetically bet¬ 
ter. It should at least be 
looked at before continuing 
with the Clover Point scheme.

Monday night to consider it¬ 
self a water committee and to 
meet on or before Feb. 21. 

Waterworks representativ'e 
Edward Parker and citizen- 
at-large Robert Hope, the two 
noivaldermanic commission 
members from Sidney, wiU be 
asked to attend the meeting. 

The question of water rates, 
shortages, and possible re¬ 
strictions will be considered 
at the meeting, which was 
proposed by Aid- James Lang 
and seconded by Aid. Jerry 
Tregaskis, Sidney regional 
director. Lang and Tregaskis 
are also commission 
members. 

Council received two letters

Insistence on “soft’' conver¬ 
sion — or even outri«^t reluc> 
tance to convert to the metric 
way — has made the forest 
industry one of the “bad 
boys’’ of metric conversion. 

And since forest prodiicts 
contribute about half of B.C.’s 
total provincial output, it's 
probably worth the exercise 
of devoting a little effort to 
the whya and wherefors of 
forest metric conversion. 

First, the federal Metric 
Oomnbssion, in league with 
the industry itself, has sanc¬ 
tioned “soft” conversion for 
all dimension lumber, which 
means a two-by-four will re¬ 
main a twoby-four, althoui^ 


it will be measured in cen¬ 
timetres or millimetres. 

Secondly, since our biggest 
customer, the United Staites, is 
lagging five years behind 
Canada on the conversion 
path it “doesn't make sense” 
to g)et too far ahead of the 
Americans, a spokesman for 
the B.C Council of Forest In¬ 
dustries sakL 

Thirdly, sinca most of the 
overseas export customers 
are already accustomed to oov 
dertng plywood and other se¬ 
mi-finished iKoducts in dther 
imperial units or metric 
equivalents of imporlai units, 
the forest industries arm’t in 
too much of a hurry to change 
there either. 

And finally, although there 
Is still debate at the highest 
levels, the Canadian paper in¬ 


dustry has decided to retain 
its standard sires of paper for 
the foreseeable future and re- 
irct the intematkxtal metric 
sires. 

Other factors enter toe pic¬ 
ture. For examine, to produce 
a standard metriosired sheet 
of plywood without costly re- 
tooUng, toe manufacturer 
first makes a four-foot by 
eight-foot sheet, then trims it 
to 1,200 by 2,400 millimetres. 

(MUlimetret, the thickness 
of a dime, are used rather 
than centimetres or metres 
for widths because of toe 
ck«e tolerances needed in 
conversions from imperial 
msflsuremmts.) 

Since a foujrbyeight foot 
sheet of plywood measures 
1,219.2 millimetres by 2,438.4 
mm, you can see thm is a 


small amoimt of waste In toe 
conversion process, plus the 
labor cost for double handling 
if the toeet has to be double¬ 


life is difficult tor toe ply¬ 
wood exporter already, be¬ 
cause different countries 
order in different ways. 

The West Germans, for ex¬ 
ample, want fou]>by-eight 
sheets expressed in milli¬ 
metres, because for their pur¬ 
poses most of it will have to 
be cut anyway, and they save 
toe premium on metric sizes. 

The Frendi want their 
sheets four feet wide by 2,400 
mm long, while from the 
United King)dom there are 
ordOTM for both 1,200 by 2,400 
mm sheets and four-by-eisbt 
toot sheets. 

hi 1975, toe forest products 


planning sector was aiU set for 
Canada to go for “hard” met¬ 
ric conversion in lumber sizes 
by September, 1979. UJ5. ob¬ 
servers on the oonunittoe at 
first agreed with that time¬ 
table, but later said the U.S. 
wouldn’t be ready to ccmvert 
until 1985. 

The Canadians — at least 
the B.C Council of Forest In¬ 
dustries — whose m^bers 
export 60 per cent of their out¬ 
put to the U.S., immediate 
backed off. And ttefs why 
conversions in lumbei^ wrlll be 
soft. 

According to ah autbori|y in 
the B.C. forest products pic¬ 
ture. toe reason for toe doito- 
letake was that althbi:^ 
Canadian producers had the. 
ability to make “hard” con- 
versianB with their equl|»- 


ment, U.S. lumbermen have a 
heavy investment in non-ad- 
justable sawmills. 

He said the fate of omver- 
Sion in North America is now 
to the hands of the U.S. con¬ 
struction industry, which can 
pressure U.S. stqipiiers to go 
metric. 

Meantime, the B.C. forests 
•ministry has proceeded with 
its metric conversion plans so 
that the industry is even now 
having to do some of its figur¬ 
ing in metric units. 

Government appraisals, 
forest inventoiy. scaling (es- 
timaiting of toe volume of 
boardrfeet in logs), and other 
figures toat wiU hit the pro¬ 
ducers in ^ podBetoook are 
either metric or soon will be.

But there aTe 
things with calories and no 
nutrients. Soda and sugar are 
two things that hay enothing 
but calories. Lots so-called 
junk foods are mostly calories 
and little else. 

How can you be thdnner? Be 
more active. Eat healthy low- 
calorie foods. Ask you mother 
to cook without high calorie in- 
gredimts. Ask your teacher 
or sehool nurse to help you 
learn mope about healthy low- 
calorie foods.

NEW ORLEANS — The 
Controversy over the use of 
marijuana has been height¬ 
ened by a campaign in the 
U.S. to legfdize the drug, with 
supporters claiming that 
marijuana is no more harmful 
to the body than alcohol. 

However, a University of 
New Orleans Biologist is en¬ 
gaged in a research project 
uhich is producing evidence 
that marijuana — unlike alco¬ 
hol could have long-term 
residiMd effects on the nerves, 
resulting in lethargy. 

Dr. ainton A. Olmsted, as¬ 
sociate professor of bicdogical 
sciences. Is studying mari- 
Hiana’s biochemicod effects on 
the brains of rats in an effort 
to determine the exact cause 
and duration of a marijuana 
"high.” 

Olmsted is licensed to con¬ 
duct marijuana research by 
the Federal Bureau of Narcot- 
ids and Dangerous Drugs, and 
he receives preparation* of 
the drug froro the National In- 
sftute of Mbntal Heallh and 
the National Institute of Drug 
Abuse for this work. However, 
tiis is a private research proj¬ 
ect, suppqrtel only by limited 
funding ftfom the University’s 
biology department. 

"The active ingredient In 
marijuana — the substance 
that catises the sensation of 
feeling high — is a chemical 
oompound'^ called THC," says 
Olmsted. 

"Our research is indicating 
that marijuana smokers 
rience a high because quanti¬ 
ties of THC are accumulating 
in the synapses — nricroscop- 
io stnictures that connect the 
iM^'a nerves, 

^"ITie synapses are com¬ 
posed of two layers of protein 
surrounding a layer of fat. 
The sodium transport enzyme 
is located In the protein layer 
and is sensitive to changes in 
the fat layer," the UNO 
professor explains. "It’s the 
function of this enzyme to 
‘pump’ sodium, thus account¬ 
ing for the electrical Impulses 
that occur between nerves 
when stimulated. The fatty 
layer of the synapse plays a 
key role in regulating “^is Uo- 
ohemical process. 

"The drug THC 1* dissolved 
by fat and is readily aibsotbed 
into the synapsic structures of 
the brain," Olmsted con¬ 
tinues. 

"When THC is absoibed by 
the fatty layer of the synapse, 
it tends to block the action of 
the sodium transport erayme 
and impairs the passage of 
impulses through the nerves. 
Tliis is the effect that proba¬ 
bly causes the sensatiM of 
being high." 

To measure the rate at 
which THC is absorbed by the 
synapse, Olmsted grinds up 
brtdn tissue from rats aiKl 



Olmsted in his 


spins the mixture at high 
speed in an ultracentrifuge. 
The centrifugal force sepa¬ 
rates the microsc(^ic nerve 
endings from the rest of the 
brain material. The pure sam¬ 
ple of never endings is then 
placed in a test tifoe and the 
marijuana extract THC is 
added. 

"The fatty layer at the syn¬ 


apse absorbs THC at a rate ol 
€,000 tDl.. . so great is its af¬ 
finity for the drug that the 
synapse absorbs more than 99 
per cent of it," Olmsted says. 

"As a result of a low dosage 
pf THC, the actioD of the sodi¬ 
um transpcMt encyme — along 
specific pathways of the brain 
— is impair^ ly 92 per cent. 

"Alc<^l also produces this 


effect of blocking the sodium 
pump action in the nerve end¬ 
ings ot the brain, creating in¬ 
toxication," the biologist con¬ 
tinues. But alcohol is dissolva¬ 
ble in water and is quickly 
washed out of the brain by the 
passage ot blood, to be burned 
up as eneigy or excreted 
from the body. However, THC 
is disMlved only by fat in¬ 
stead of water ... it isn’t as 
readily wadied away by tha 
blood nor is it metabolized for 
energy. 

"Supporters of marijuana 
often cite research data show¬ 
ing that, in simulated Iriving 
tests, alcohol and marijuana 
impair the driver’s ability in 
ab^t the same way. But, 
what these test don't usually 
show is that marijuana can 
impair the driver’s ability tor 
much longer. 

"Because the psychoactive 
ingredient in marijuana dis¬ 
solves into the body’s fat 
cells, there may be a cumula¬ 
tive effect. .. it’s estimated 
that it takes as long as a 
month to get rid of half of the 
THC that’s absorbed between 
the nerve endings of the 
brain.” 

But. while the research 
project has established that 
THC is retained by the body. 
Olmsted hasn’t yet deter¬ 
mined the length of its dura¬ 
tion and effects. 

"Our next step will be to 
give rats *010 internally, 
measuring the drug’s uptake 
and transport in the blood and 
determining how long It stays 
there," says the professor. 
"After injecting the rats with 
THC, we’ll periodically take 
samples of their blood to see 
how long the THC remains. 

"We’re being supplied with 
ralioactive THC to more easi¬ 
ly trace its transport through 
the blood. Also, we’ll check 
the brains of some of the rats 
over a period of time to deter¬ 
mine exactly how long im¬ 
pairment of the sodium tran.s- 
port enzyme lasts."

Netv look promised 

Smoke over cannabis 
still just drifting along 


OTTAWA (CP) - Since the 
federal government promised 
to lighten penalties for posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and hashish 
(cannabis) five years ago, 
close to 100,(X)0 Granadians 
have been convicted of the of¬ 
fence under the Narcotics 
Control Act. 

Between 1373 and 1975 near¬ 
ly 3,000 people, most between 
the ages oi 18 and 29, were 
imprisoned for simple posses¬ 
sion of the drrug. 

A bill which would have 
abolished such sentences by 
moving jurisdiction over can¬ 
nabis to the less harsh Food 
and Drug Act died on the 
Commons order paper nearly 
two years ago. 

Last week Justice Minister 
Ron Basford promised that 
the cabinet would consider the 
situation again but a spokes¬ 
man in his office said no deci¬ 
sion had been made by cabi¬ 
net. 

He said legislation would be 
Introduced soon but the exact 
date was “up in the air.” The 
government would draw upon 
the previous cannabis bill 


when drafting new legislaticm. 

Under the origial bill, penal¬ 
ties for simple possession of 
marijuana' and hashish and 
for small-time traffickers 
would have been softened, 
wMle giving courts more lee¬ 
way to deal severely with or¬ 
ganized dealers. 

The ntaximum fine fc«* first¬ 
time possesskm would have 
been with a fine of ig) to 
$1,(X)0 for subsequent offences. 

Offenders not paying the 
fine could go to jail for up to 
six months. 

Under the Narcotics CJontrol 
Act, fines of up to 12,000 and 
imprisonment for up to seven 
years can be imposed for 
possessicxi. At present, most 
life-time offenders are fined 
between $200 and $300. 

The federal government has 
admitted that lumping mari¬ 
juana and hashish with drugs 
such as heroin under the Nar¬ 
cotics Control Act is inconsis¬ 
tent. 

In 1974, when the legislation 
wras first introduced to move 
marijuana and hashish under 
the Food and Drug Act, feder¬ 


al Health Minister Marc La- 
londe said the present law is 
“an ass and hill of inconsis¬ 
tencies.” 

The stiff penalties daite 
from the 1950 b, when the Nar¬ 
cotics (jontrol Act was drawn 
up as a deterrent to the opium 
and heroin trade. Marijuana, 
which wasn't a problem then, 
was thrown in almost as an 
afterthought 

In 1961 there were only 15 
cannabis convictions in Cana¬ 
da, most of them involving 
visitors. Since then the con¬ 
viction rate has exploded, top¬ 
ping 25,000 in 1975. 

Seven years ago then 
healt ' minister John Munro 
said that “if we find a signifi¬ 
cant minority of the Canadian 
people sm<rfce marijuana we 
would be totally irresponsible 
if we didn’t legalize it.” 

More than 1.5 million Cana- 
lians had smoked marijuana 
by 1972, according to the 
(Royal Commission on the 
Non-Medical Use of Drugs, 
better known as the LeDain 
inquiry. CJurrent estimates 
place the number as high as 
three million.

Piittshgr in Kke Flynt 
Hill hell freezes over’ 


CINCINNA'n (UPI) — 
Larry Flynt, declaring he has 
a “right” to puUish Hustler 
magazine, says he “owes it to 
every American to stay in jail 
till hell freezes over before I 
compromise my freedom.” 

The 34-year-old publisher of 
the sex-oriented magazine has 
been in jail since his jury con¬ 
viction last Tuesday on 
charges of pandering obs¬ 
cenity and engaging in or¬ 
ganized crime. 

The case prompted a na¬ 
tionwide outcry fivm civil li¬ 
berties groups who see the 
conviction as a threat to “free 
expressiOT.” 

Flynt was sentenced to 
seven to 25 years in prison 
and immediately sent to jail 
without bond. IDs attorneys so 
far have been unable to get 
bail set 

“I owe it to every American 
to stay in this jail till hell 
freezes over before I compro¬ 
mise my freedom,” Flynt said 
in an interview at the Hamiltmi 
County jail. ‘1 can’t compro¬ 


mise the basic principles the 
first amendment embodies. 

‘"niere’s nothing in the 
world like standing up for the 
principlec that this country 
was founded on. What more 
can one man do for his 
country?” 

At a bail hearing Wednes¬ 
day, a judge asked Flynt’s at¬ 
torney if he would stop dis¬ 
tributing Hustler in Hamiltcsi 
CJounty as a condition ot bail. 

Flynt answered a resound¬ 
ing “no” Friday. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
special Commons subcommit¬ 
tee into violence in federal 
prisons wraps up a cross¬ 
country tour here this week. 

Thirteen incidents, includ¬ 
ing 10 hoflrtage-takings, have 
taken place at British Oodum- 
Ua Penitentiary alone since 
Feb. 2,1975. 

It was a 1963 riot at the 
overcrowded B.C Peniten¬ 
tiary that forced an extensive 
program of construction of 
medium and minimum securi¬ 
ty prisons, and some treat¬ 
ment centres. 

After a series of hoetage- 
takings that ooet one life, a 
destructive riot last Sept 27 
that triggered others at 
Lava], a maximum-security 
prison near Montreal, and 
>Dllhaven, west of IQngston, 
Ont, the B.C prisoners have 
once again forced a re-exami- 
nation of Die prison system. 

Ihe B.C riot apparentiy 
was spariced by titter securi¬ 
ty measures demandel by the 
union of prison guards. The 
riot ended without violence 
but the prisoners refused to 
release two hostages, saying 
they fkared a massacre by 
guards, until RCMP were 
brought in. 

A year before, guarcjs had 
rushed three prisoners hold¬ 
ing 14 hostages and killed one 
of the hostages, Mary Stein- 
hauser, with gunfire. 

Nobody had been injured in 
the settlement of more than 
20 other hostage-taking in¬ 
cidents in the federal system 
since 1975 began. 

The subcommittee has been 
told that while similar griev¬ 
ances and complaints led to 
the Laval and Millhaven riots, 
they w'eren’t the result of a 
planned uprising throughout 
the system. They were more 
a result of the system itself. 

At ancient Laval, a peaceful 
demonstration had been un¬ 
dermined by a few thugs and 
a cell block destroyed by fire. 
About 280 prisoners later were 
transferred to 24-hour lock¬ 
ups.

Split ‘would destroy Canada’

LONDON (CP) — The 
Economist, a highly-respected 
weekly magazine news and 
opiniem, sees (Canada as ’ a 
country “threatened by a pos¬ 
sible economic and political 
breach that could—and 
almost certainly wiould — des¬ 
troy it.’’ V 

In a survey taking up more 
than 50 pages in its Feb. 12 
edition. The Economist analy- 
.ses the rise of the Parti Que- 
becois under Premier Rene 
Levesque and says: 

“It is really inconceivable 
that Canada could survive as 
three chunks, instead of a 
broadly-lnterdependent sys¬ 
tem of 11 federal and provin¬ 
cial governments. 

“Or that a French nation in 
Quebec would bring greater 
ethnic independence and eco¬ 
nomic advancement to the 
large French-C^adian poptt- 
lations in New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia or Manitoba. 

“C!an Quebec reaUy sur¬ 
vive, without untold damage 
to itself and to Canada, as 
part of a free trade area or 
Canadian common market? 
There can be only one an¬ 
swer." 

Ronald Bird, whose last Gra¬ 
nadian survey appeared In 


The Economist five years 
ago, contrasts Levesque and 
Prime Minister Trudeau. 

Of Levesque, he says: 

“Mr. Levesque and his col¬ 
leagues are not ardent nation- 
alisers or anti-capitaUsts. His 
team conceivably represents 
the best in ability that has 
ever been installed in provin¬ 
cial government throughout 
(Canada’s history. 

“He has earned more res¬ 
pect and gained fewer person¬ 
al enemies than most other 
Canadian politioal thinkers in 
the past 15 years—a contra¬ 
dictory man to assess and a 
great human being, awkward 
but totally unvicious.” 

Of Trudeau, he says: 

“His inftelligeaice is un¬ 
matched among G^adian 
prime ministers with the pos¬ 
sible exception of Louis St. 
Laurent. 

“At his best, there is no 
more attractive figure on the 
Chadian political stage. At 
his worst, he provokes even 
worse In other people—an un¬ 
healthy blind hatr^ of a na¬ 
tional leader which has 
sourced earlier hopes of na¬ 
tional unity. Yet he can be 
humble, too, as he was after 
being re-elected by a gnat’s 
whisker in 1972.” 


However, The Economist’s 
survey contends, “Before 
Queb^ers are consulted on 
whether they want to stay in 
Canada, the Levesque govern¬ 
ment has a stupendous job to 
put Quebec’s finances 
straight, to get its economy 
moving, and to deal effective¬ 
ly with the labor movement” 

It claims that “a sovereign 
Quebec would almost certain¬ 
ly be a protectionist Quebec, 
and that would raise in a new 
and hideous form the odd 
inteivprovincial clashes. It 
would be a formula for Im¬ 
poverishment and break¬ 
down.” 


Canada, Bird states, “is not 
a unitary country and never 
has been; it is Mr. Trudeau's 
tragedy that he has failed to 
make it one.” 

“Perhaps he has exhausted 
his role as a leader of all 
Canada by concentrating too 
exclusively on federal solu¬ 
tions for Granada’s problems, 
when the provinces have been 
demanding more room in gov¬ 
ernment for themselves.” 

However, he says, “There is 
not a single other provincial 
govemm«it or premier that 
does not view what Quebec 
might do as other than a po¬ 
tential calamity for C^ada.”

Forty-one minutes after 
they started, 'Trepper and 
Baron found Connally, four 
and one-half miles from the 
nearest road, dehydrated, dis¬ 
oriented and suffering from 
exposure but otherwise un¬ 
harmed. 

Connaaiy. who had been vi- 
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siting at his father’s home on 
the island for about two 
months, had taken a wrong 
turn while coming home for 
lunch last week. 


Trepper and Baron didn’t 
follow Connally’s trail, Kazo 
explained. 

“'Diere is a difference be¬ 
tween a tracking dog and an 


It’s more 
like a radar pickup.

Ontario promises 


‘No sales pitches ’! 
to Quebec firms ' 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
Qaude Bennett, Ontario in¬ 
dustry and tourism minister 
says his government will at¬ 
tempt to attract a Quebec in¬ 
dustry oidy after it learns the 
industry is considering mm - 
ing to the United States. 

Appearing on the CBC tele- 
■\ision pre^am Decision, Ben¬ 
nett said it was not in the na¬ 
tional Interest for Ontario to 
actively try to convince Que¬ 
bec industries to move. 

^\■hile such action would 
strengthen Ontario’s industri¬ 
al base fca* a short period of 
time, Bennettt said it would 
ultimately weaken Quebec’s 
base. 

He said die people of On¬ 
tario “have nothing to gain 
economically for our province 
or for our country if we de¬ 
cide to go in, and because of 
same discontent that could 
prevail or exist In the prov¬ 
ince of Quebec, to try to bring 
those industries out of this 
province and into the province 
of Ontaiio.” 

However, Bennett said his 
govemm^t has decided it 
was prepared to supply any 
information requested by Que¬ 
bec industries considering 
moving to Ontario. 

“We will not pursue them, 
we will not beg them to come 
to the province of Ontario,” 
Bennett said. 

If the company ask.s for in¬ 
formation a second time, it 
would be provided. But he 
said “if a third approach is 
made, then it’s very obvious 
to ira that tliere is a real, real 
desire to come.” 

“If in that interval of time 
we find that the company 
we’ve been dealing with from 


the prov iTX'e of Quebec is now 
looking south of the border, 
south of Canada, my attitude 
has to change somewhat,” the 
minister said. 

“Tben I feel .we’re in a real 
competitive position, we mtist 
then mov e in and show what 
we have in Ontario that will 
equal or better what they’re 
looking for south of the 
border,” Bennett added. 

Also on the program was 
Quebec Industry ^linister Ro¬ 
drigue Tremblay, who said he 
did not have toe inypaession 
that significant amount of 
capital w-ere flowing to On¬ 
tario from Quebec. 

“We see a lot of firms plan¬ 
ning investments in Quebec, 
and a lot of firms from out¬ 
side planning investment in 
Quebec,” the industry min¬ 
ister said. 

While there may be some 
businessmen “looking 
around,’’ Tremblay said this 
was sometimes for good busi¬ 
ness reasons. 

“Any enterprise ^ in a dy¬ 
namic situation and w’ants to 
reinforce its competitive 
base,” he said, adding that 
some Quebec companies may 
decide to move for economic 
reasons. 

"If they move for non¬ 
economic reasons, then they 
will suffer toe rule of toe mar¬ 
ket,’’ he said. “They cannot 
move' into a veiy competitive j 
market like Ontario and take 
over a stronghold there.” , 

‘Tm not vciy worried as an ' 
economist by talk and state- I 
m e n t s that businessmen ' 
make,” said the former direc¬ 
tor ot tl»e Univerelty of Mon¬ 
treal economics department. 
“If they make mistakes, they 
will pay for them.” 


ATLANTA, Ga. CAP) — An 
unusual, but not alarming, 
concentration or rabies in 
conoentratkon of rabies in 
nortoeastern United States, 
the national (Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Oontiol says. 


Researchers say they do not 
kno wwhether this refleots an 
actual increase in the disease 
or a greater public awareness 
of the problem. 


Bats are native throughout 
the United States and rabies 
among them generally has 
been evenly distributed. 

However, last July, August 
and September rabies in bats 
showed a marked Increase in 
the mxtheastem region. 

Dr. Everette Baker, a vet¬ 


erinary epidemiologist at the 
GDC said the CDC has no re¬ 
ports on the number of 
humans treated for rabies last 
year, but in 1375 about 30,000 
suspected cases w'ere treated. 

Since 1970, only one of 13 
rabies victims has survived. 
Of these, four had been bitten 
by bats. 


Ihe only fatality caused 
rabies from bats last year 
volved a 55-yeapold woman 
northeastern MarylaiKl bitten 
on a finger as she brushed a 
bat from her apron. 

The woman began treat¬ 
ment 44 hours later. The CDC 
recommends that treatment 
begin within 24 hotHS.

New energy costly 

U.S. needs 
$66 billion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The U.S. may have to spend 
up td $66 txillion developing 
new energy sources over the 
next decade, and it will suffer 
hardships under any con- 
cedvable energy policy, the 
congressional budget office 
says. 

“Given present enei«r 
priorities, or even with smne 
important changes, each al¬ 
ternative is expensive,” the 
office said In a report on the 
potential for developing 
various energy sources Into 
commercial use. 

“The outlays over a decade 
would range from $44 billion 
to $68 billion.” 

A second report, cofvering 
broad policy choices, said, 
“'niere are inherent conflicts 
among desirable energy poli¬ 
cy goals and among the 
various policies designed to 
support them. 

“Thesei confllcta can be 
mlnlmhwd to some extent by 
new technologies and by other 
policy mechanisms, but they 
cannot be eliminated al¬ 
together.” 

It said ths day of the cheap 
energy “on which Americans 
have predicated a lifestyle and 
workstyle” Is over and is not 
likely to return.

The energy “packages” the 
nation may choose from, it 
said, range from keeping the 
present trends, to protecting 
the environment, to holding 
prices down, to freeing the 
market from price controls. 
Each has drawbacks. 

“Both the highest level of 
energy demand and the 
highest level of imports in 
1666 would result from the en¬ 
ergy policy package empha¬ 
sizing tow costs to con¬ 
sumers,” it said. 

“Low regulated energy 
prices w-ould encourage hig^ 
OOTsumptlon and at the same 
time provide relatively little 
incentive tor producers to ex¬ 
pand output.” 

The other extreme, it said, 
was to hold down imports as 
much as possible, but that 
would lead to the lowest de¬ 
mand and the highest prices, 
presuming a tariff w-ere im¬ 
posed. 

“This package would also 
offer strong Incentives for 
producers to e?q)and produc¬ 
tion and thereby limit the de¬ 
mand lor Imports,” It said. 


Freeing prices will not 
change expected demand 
mudh, it said, but would stim¬ 
ulate more domestic produc¬ 
tion. 

The “environmental pack¬ 
age” would cut both domestic 
production and domestic de¬ 
mand, with possible increases 
in imports, it said.

Garden Notes 


One plant which haa en¬ 
deared itself to my family ie 
Jasminum nuditorum, the 
‘winter-flowering Jasmine. 
Fven through that beast of a 
winter in 1966^. our wall- 
trained shnto pc^ipbig 

out its cheerful golden blos¬ 
soms intermittently, some¬ 
times even when the ground 
was covered with sncw and 
the soil was as hard as a 
rock. I cannot understand 
why so many local gardeners 
arc still without this charming 
Chinese plant. 

The Mossoms are borne on 
bare, leafless stems — hence 
its specific name, nudiflorum 
— from November through to 
early March, and although the 
support and shelter of a house 
wall is an advantage, there is 
no reason why it shouldn’t be 
grown right out in the open, 
like any other shrub. It will 
transform duU doorways, 
walls, sheds, garages end old 
stumps into a cheerful picture 
throughout the isioomiesx. 
winter months. 

It seems to me, too, that far 
more use could be made of 
the winter Jaimine as a cut 
flower for file house. Sprays 
from the shrub last quite a 
ling time in water, particu¬ 
larly when picked In the bud.

It If true that the teafless 
stems look a Ut staxk when 
arranged without company in 
a vaae or bowl, but when 
mixed with small-leafied ever¬ 
green sprays of soma kind, or 
even trade of Ehglisfa Ivy, k 
makes a most Mfisfying ar¬ 
rangement. Two well-grown 
shrubs of winter Jasmine will 
provide enough flowering 
shoots to keep the house sig>- 
plied all winter. 

There Is no difficulty at all 
in growing Jasminum nudi- 
fiorum; it will thrive in 
almost any kind <A soil alth- 
jough it has some preference 
for a sandy loam, well 
drained, with perhaps a little 
peat added. It is a loose-grow¬ 
ing shrub and needs support 
only for its leading shoots. 

On a wall or fence, these 
can be tied ki as required, 
allowing complete freedom to 
the rest the plant Any 
pruning or shaping that may 
be needed to maintain shape¬ 
liness is best done in Mardi, 
just after the blossoms are 
finished. 

The shrub k Just so easy to 
start that one wonders why 
there are so many ugly bare 
walls and unsightly garages 
around town. Any tips of 
branches theft touch the 


ground will root fiiemselves, 
kke btackberries, to make new 
plants. One eaiQr way to prop¬ 
agate is to bend down a low- 
growing brach until Ks middle 
portion touches file ground. 
Then bung a big stone or a 
heavy brick on it to hcMd it in 
dose contact; in no time at 
all it will have ^t forth roots 
at the point of contact 
Myr own specimen came 
from a tiny twig, snitched 
quite Illegally during a Sun¬ 
day dhernoon stroll from a 
bunch which was overiianging 
a front fence. Carried home 
rolled iq> in my handkerchief, 
the twig was pushed into the 
ground with a Jam jar over it, 
where it rooted itself and 
began to grow without any 
further attention on my part 
That little twig k now three 
fuU-grown shrUbs, two grow¬ 
ing on walks and one in the 
open in our shrub border. 


A few years ago, while vi¬ 
siting an . elderly lady’s gar¬ 
den, I came across a plant I 
hadn’t seen since I was a 
small boy. It was the golden 
Innas inodoras, one of the 
“everiasting” flowers, not 
very well known but by no 
means a rarity. I sent away 
for seeds and I have grown it 


now for fiuae yean, which 
makes me the white-haired 
boy with aU the flower- 
arranging enfiuisiasts in our 
neighbourhood. 

The flower looks a little like 
an Achillea, growing about a 
foot tall with a mass of flat¬ 
fish heads in a rich jyolficn 
color. The blooms can be used 
as fresh cut flowen. although 
I think they are even more 
appreciated when dried end 
treated as eveiiastings for use 
in winter arrangements. In¬ 
cidentally, Lonas makes quite 
an attractive patted plant, too. 

I have my share of garden 
pests, and last summer the 
aphidis reached almost epi¬ 
demic proportions, but even 
at the hei^t of the infesta¬ 
tion, I never saw as much as 
one single aphid on the Lonas. 

To the best of my knowl¬ 
edge, the only Canadian cata¬ 
logue offering seeds of Lonas 
is T and T Seeds, Box ITU), 
Winnli)eg, Man., B3C 3P6, 
where it is listed on page 20 
under the name African 
Daisy.

Some readCTs ask interest¬ 
ing questions in their letters, 
which deserve to be answered 
to a wider audience than one. 
For instance, a reader in Ore¬ 
gon inquires why I have never 
writtOT about the recent rush 
toward “self-discovery” and 
“self-expression" movements, 
such as Est and the various 
Eastern disciplines so popu¬ 
lar today. 

I have not done so for a 
very good reason. One cannot 
write meaningfully about so- 
jectiv’e as 'Transcendental Me¬ 
ditation, for instance, unless 
one has tried it, fully and 
fairly. Some subjects, by their 
very nature, must be investi¬ 
gated from the Inside before 
they can be evaihiated from 
the outside. 

'The real problem here Is 


that even the self-deceptive or 
fraudulent progams exercise 
an hypnotic influence as long 
as you stay on the inside. 

Another reader, in Florida, 
wants to know If I have 
changed my mind on any im¬ 
portant subject in the last 
year or so. Yes, I am swing¬ 
ing toward a far more conser¬ 
vative position on the subject 
of abortiaQ than I formerly 
had. 

“Murder” may be a strong, 
emotionally loaded word for 
the act of abortion, but I am 
convinced it is a “killing” of 
something that is mose hu¬ 
man than not, and I don’t 
know where the line can be 
justly drawn. 

At the very least, Z am 
forced to call It a necesrary 
evil — if and when it is neces¬ 


sary at all. But I also thii^ 
that legiaSation making it a 
crime is a bad remedy; as 
Aquinas warned, not every¬ 
th^ that is morally evil 
should be legally prohibited. 

One of the things that 
changed my mind, by t;the 
way, is a moving essay by Dr. 
Richard Selzer, a surgeon at 
Yale Medical Centre, in his 
new bo(^. Mortal Lessons: 
Notes on the Art of Surgery. 

A reader in Iowa makes the 
semi-serious suggestion that 
a presidential election no 
longer be called a “man¬ 
date,” but a “persondate,” 
since both sexes have contrib¬ 
uted to it This is a common 
e rror — serious or not — 
often made by those who are 
innocent of language roots 
and origins. 


“Man” In the word “man¬ 
date” does not refer to the 
male species. The pre¬ 
fix comes from “hand” (the 
same root as “manual”> and 
refers to a showing of hands 
for preference. No gender is 
Involved, nor is it in many 
other words that seem to be 
male - dominated — manage, 
maidiandle, manicure, manip¬ 
ulate and so forth. 

This mistake could not 
occur in Carman, w'hich has 
mann for a man. and mensch 
for a person, and the two are 
quite clearly distinguished. 
Unfartunately, Englirii is defi¬ 
cient in this regard, and the 
best we can do is to capital¬ 
ize Man when we are talking 
about the species and not the 
gender.

Gielgud plays the pivotal 
character, an aging novelist 
with a host oC ailments having 
a bad ni|^. Between inges¬ 
tions of depressants and bouts 
of self-pity, he struggles with 
fant^ies of his family — 
dreams? hallucinations? vi¬ 
sions? — and searches fe¬ 
verishly for plots and stories 
to frame and contain his 
memories and impressions. 

These enigmatic yet melo¬ 
dramatic musings are the 
movie’s bulk, punctuated by 
bursts ot blathering verbal ob¬ 
scenity and brief yet inten¬ 
tionally shocking image. 

The whole situation would 
be too grim for comfort were 
it not for. the antic ironies 
peppered through Resnais’s 
direction and David Mercer’s 
screenplay. It’s a far cry 
from Mercer’s Morgan! (one 
.of Warner’s major films), but 
you can’t escape the leaven¬ 
ing humor of Mildos Rozsa’s 
intentionally bombastic 
music, or the recurring image 
of a silly football player, or 
even the odd references to (of 
all things) werewolves. 

Such foibles prepare us for 
the movie's last portion, when 
daylight gorgeously breaks, 
Gielgud’s novelist takes hold 
of himself, and a friendly (if 
not quite convincing) family 
picnic relieves much of the 
gloom and vulgarity and pro¬ 
vides tlie setting for some 
fairly hopeful reflections on 
the meaning of it all.

Library plan eyed cautiously

Greater Victoria Public Li¬ 
brary director Donald Miller 
is receiving the news of a pos¬ 
sible new central library with 
a mixture of caution and ela¬ 
tion. 

Miller has preached the 
need for a new central library 
with determination and op¬ 
timism. but he’s not about to 
accept something without first 
knowing the details. 

Miller says the library 
board must be consulted be¬ 
fore any firm plans are made 
for a new downtovvTi library 
building. 

He was responding Monday 
to statements last week by 
Recreation and Conservation 
Minister Sanj Bawlf and Vic¬ 
toria Mayor Michael Young 
Nvith regard to a possible site 
for a new library building to 
replace the existing one at 


Yates and Blanshard. 

From remarks made by 
both men, it appears the pro¬ 
vincial government may build 
the badly-needed library facil¬ 
ities on a site at Blanshard 
and Courtney. 

The site is now under con¬ 
struction. The lower level will 
provide downtouTr parking 
and plans originally called for 
construction of an office build¬ 
ing for the government. 

However, there is an over¬ 
supply of office space in Vic¬ 
toria which, coupled with the 
government’s policy of finan¬ 
cial restraint has reduced 
chances for completion ot the 
office complex. 

Enter the Greater Victoria 
Public library whose down¬ 
town faculties are outmoded 
and cramped. The need for a 
new building has been obvious 
for years, bpt prospects were 
bad because of the cost in¬ 
volved. 


The availability of the Blan¬ 
shard and Courtney site may 
give the library an opportuni¬ 
ty to get new facilities by de¬ 
fault. 

Tentative plans, appear to 
call for construction of the li¬ 
brary building by the govern¬ 
ment which would then lease 
Uie facilities to the library. 

Both Young and Bawlf 
stress that no details have 
been worked cait; in fact, both 
say that the plan itself is still 
very tentative, but they are 
optimistic. 

So is Miller, but before en¬ 
dorsing any scheme without 
reservation, he w’ants to know 
more about it. 

Miller also said a library 
was “a highly specialized 
building” and nobody knew 
whether the government’s 
plans would be flexible 
enough.

The Canadian Bankers’ As¬ 
sociation raised'the possibility 
of reducing interest payments 
to “cast wide alann’’ and 
such action was “unjustified 
and inappropriate.’’ 

AWxjtt made the state- 
mfflits in reply to questions by 
Stanley Knowles (NDP—Win¬ 
nipeg North Centre) who 
suggested banks were utter¬ 


ing threats which represent 
collusion. 

Abbott said his depart¬ 
ment’s combines investigation 
bnmch had no autoority to 
look into the possibility <rf col- 
luskm among the <^artered 
banks.

— the Bank Act — and fell 
outside the jurisdiction of the 
combines investigator. 

The consumer affairs min¬

The association said such 
changes would increase ad¬ 
ministrative costs and these 
would have to be paid by the 
depositor in tbe form of re¬ 
duce interest payments. 

Optside the Commons, Ab¬ 


bott said the bankers were 
“overstating their case’’ and 
they knew all along that the 
government had no intention 
of creating administrative 
nightmares for them over in¬ 
terest payments. 

Officials are studying how 
many times a year interest 
might have to be paid. It 
could be on a quarterly basis 
but “we will be making it 
quite clear on times it will 
have to be paid,’’ he said.

Mrs. Pandit is the sister of 
India’s first prime minister, 
the late Jawebarlal Nehru, 
Mrs. Gandhi’s father. 

She delivered a blistering 
attack on the 20-mcmth-old 
emergency, which began with 
suspension of civil liberties, 
imposition ot press censorship 
and jailing of thousands of op¬ 
position politicians. 

“R is <rf tiie higiiest impor¬ 
tance to put an end to the au¬ 
thoritarian trend which has 
grown to vast proportions and 
is destroying cherished values 


which have guided us through 
the freedom struggle, values 
which uphold the dignity and 
worth of the individual,’’ she 
said.

“You need $70-a-t(Mn coal for 
a decent return on equity,” 
Gibson said. 

“I hope it will go ahead, but 
we need the studies so we can 
consider the issues intelligent¬ 
ly,” Gibson added. “We can’t 
afford uneconomic develop¬ 
ment: we have too many 
ways to spend the money we 
have,” he said. 

Warning the market for 
metallurgical coal was vola¬ 
tile, Gibson asked whether a 
decisiem on the northeast coal 
development would mean coal 
developments nearing fruition 
in tbe south would suffer.

‘Richman’s’ tax bill approved 


Rodriguez arrked for filibuster 


OTTAWA (C!P) — Income 
tax changes increasing the 
ceiling on deductions for reg¬ 
istered retirement savings 
plans and for day care were 
iq)proved by the Commons 
Monday, but only after New 
Democrat John Rodriguez 
spoke at length opposing the 
bm.

He spoke almost 15 hours 
attacking the Borden govern¬ 
ment’s navy bill. 

Since then only former 
prime ministers John Dirfen- 
baker and Lester eParson and 
Prime Minister 'Trudeau have 
spoken just over three hours 
each. 

An NDP motion asking that 


the bill go back to committee 
to reconsider the government 
decision to impose a surtax on 
incomes over $30.<XX) for the 
1976 tax year onl^ was defeat¬ 
ed 155 to 13. Only GilbertJlon- 
deau (SO-Shefford) voted 
with the ffpP. 

The Commons then went on 
to approve* all of the changes 
in the bill. The vote was 
155-13. 

The gDvremment responded 
to last week’s lengthy speech 
by Rodriguez by passing a 
motion limiting debate to one 
more day. 

It was 4he second time in 
two weeks that the govern¬ 


ment had resorted to closure, 
called by Opposition MPs “a 
dictatorial tool” to push tbe 
bill through the House. It was 
only the 22hd time that clo¬ 
sure — a debate time limit — 
was used in Pariiament’s his¬ 
tory.

Flexibility urged

OTTAWA (CP) — A federal 
interdepartmental committee 
studying environmental 
aspects of tlie proposed Ki¬ 
timat to Edmonton pipeline 
should be flexible enougli to 
study alternative tanker 
ports, D<mi Munro (PC- 
Esquimalt-Saanich) said Mon¬ 
day.

NORTH COWICHAN — Is- 
land Shake and Shingle Limit¬

OTTAWA (CP) ~ Since the 
federal government promised 
to lighten penalties for posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and hashish 
(cannabis) five years ago, 
close to 100,000 Canadians 
have been ccaivicted of the of¬ 
fence under the Narcotics 
Control Act. 

Between 1973 and 1975 near¬ 
ly 3,000 people, nK»t between 
the ages of IS and 29, were 
imprisoned for simple posses¬ 
sion of the drrug. 

A bill which would have 
abolished such sentences by 
moving jurisdiction over can¬ 
nabis to the less harsh Food 
and Drug Act died on the 
Commons order paper nearly 
two years ago. 

Last week Justice Minister 
Ron Basford promised that 
the cabinet would ccaisider the 
situation again but a spokes¬ 
man in his office said no deci¬ 
sion had been made by calhi- 
net. 

He said legislation would be 
introduced soon but the exact 
date was “up in the air.” The 
government would draw upon 
the previous cannabis bill 


when drafting new legislation. 

Under the origial bill, penal¬ 
ties for simple possession of 
marijuana and hashish and 
for small-time traffickers 
would have been softened, 
while giving courts more lee¬ 
way to deal severely with or¬ 
ganized dealers. 

The maximum fine for first- 
time possession would have 
been $500, with a fine of up to 
$1,000 for subsequent offences. 

Offenders not paying the 
fine could go to jail for up to 
six months. 

Under the Narcotics Control 
Act, fines of up to $2,000 and 
imprisonment for up to seven 
years can be imposed for 
possessicm. At present, most 
life^^ime offenders are fined 
between $200 and $300. 

The federal government has 
admitted that lumping mari¬ 
juana and hashish with drugs 
su<^ as heroin under the Nar¬ 
cotics Control Act is inconsis¬ 
tent. 

In 1974, when the legislation 
was first introduced to move 
marijuana and hashish under 
the Food and Drug Act, feder¬ 


al Health Minister Marc La- 
londe said the present law is 
“an ass and full of inconsis¬ 
tencies.” 

-i-* stiff penalties date 
from the 1950s, when the Nar¬ 
cotics Control Act was drawn 
up as a deterrent to the opium 
and heroin trade. Marijuana, 
wdiich wrasn’t a problem then, 
was thrown in almost as an 
afterthought. 

In 1961 there were only 15 
cannabis convictions in Cana¬ 
da, most of them involving 
visitors. Since then the con¬ 
viction rate has exploded, top¬ 
ping 25,000 in 1975. 

Seven years ago then 
healt'i rn’inister Jc^n Munro 
said that “if we find a signifi¬ 
cant minority of the Canadian 
people smoke marijuana we 
would be totally irresponsible 
if we didn’t legalize it.” 

More than L5 million Cana- 
llans had smoked marijuana 
by 1972, according to the 
jRoyal Commission on the 
Non-Medical Use of Drugs, 
better known as the L^ain 
inquiry. Current estimates 
place the number as high as 
three million. 


Hill hell freezes over’ 


CINCINNATI (UPI) — 
Larry Flynt, declaring he has 
a “right” to publish Hustler 
magazine, says he “owes it to 
every American to stay in jail 
till hell freezes over before I 
compromise my freedom.” 

The 34-year-old publisher of 
the sex-oriented magazine has 
been in jail since his jury con¬ 
viction last Tuesday on 
charges of pandering obs¬ 
cenity and engaging in or¬ 
ganized crime. 

TTie case prompted a na¬ 
tionwide outcry from civil li¬ 
berties groups who see the 
conviction as a threat to “free 
expressicxi.” 

Flynt was sentenced to 
seven to 25 years in prison 
and immediately sent to jail 
without bcaid. His attorneys so 
far have been unable to get 
hail set. 

“I owe it to every American 
to stay in this jail till hell 
freezes over before I compro¬ 
mise my freedom,” Flynt said 
in an interview at the Hamditon 
County jail. “I can’t compro¬ 


mise the basic principles the 
first amendment embodies. 

“There’s nothing in the 
world like standing up for the 
principles that this country 
was founded on. What more 
can (me man do for his 
country?” 

At a bail hearing Wednes¬ 
day, a judge asked Flynt’s at¬ 
torney if he would stop dis¬ 
tributing Hustler in Hamilton 
County as a condition of bail. 

Flynt answered a resound¬ 
ing “no” Friday. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
special Commons subcommit¬ 
tee into violence in federal 
prisons wraps up a cross¬ 
country tour here this week. 

Tbipteen incidents^ includ¬ 
ing 10 hostage^akings, have 
taken pflace at British Colum¬ 
bia Penitentiary alone since 
Feb. 2,1975. 

It was a 2963 riot at the 
overcrowded B.C Peniten¬ 
tiary that forced an extensive 
program of construction of 
medium and minimum securi¬ 
ty prisons, and ^ome treat¬ 
ment centres. 

After a series of hostage- 
takings that cost one life, a 
destructive riot last Sept 27 
that tottered at 

Laval, A maximum-security 
prison near MbirtrecJ,' and 
ADUhaven, west of^Kingston, 
Ont, the B.C prisoners have 
once ^ain forced a re-exami- 
natkxi'of the prison system. 

Tbe B.C riot apparently 
was sparked by tighter securi¬ 
ty measures demandel by the 
union of prison guards. Thg 
riot ended witiibut violence 
hut the prisoners refused to 
release two hostages, saying 
they feared a massacre by 
guards, until RCMP were 
brouftit in. 

A year before, guards had 
rushed three prisoners hold¬ 
ing 14 hostages and killed one 
of the hostages, Mary Stein- 
hauser, with gunfire. 

Nobody bad been injured In 
the settlement of more than 
20 other hostage-taking in¬ 
cidents in the federal system 
since 1975 began. 

The subcommittee has been 
told that while similar griev¬ 
ances and complaints led to 
the Laval and Millhaven riots, 
they weren’t the result of a 
planned uprising throughout 
the system. They were more 
a result of the system itself. 

At ancient Laval, a peaceful 
demonstraticMi had been un¬ 
dermined by a few thugs and 
a cell block destroyed by fire. 
About 280 prisoners later were 
transferred to 24-hour l<x:k- 
ups.

Split ‘would destroy Canada’

LONDOy (CP) — The 
Economist, a highly-respected 
weekly magazine of news and 
opinion, sees Canacia as a 
country “threatened by a pos- 
sdble economic and political 
breach that could—and 
almost certainly would — des¬ 
troy it.” 

In a survey taking up more 
than 50 pages in its Feb. 12 
edition, 'The Economist analy¬ 
ses the rise of the Parti Que- 
hecois under Premier Rene 
Levesque and says: 

“It is really inccmceivable 
that Canada could survive as 
three chunks, instead of a 
broadly-interdependent sys¬ 
tem of 11 federal and provin¬ 
cial governments. 

“Or that a French naticxi in 
Quebec would bring greater 
ethnic independence and eco¬ 
nomic advancement to the 
large French-Canadian popu- 
laticms in New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia or Manitoba. 

“Can Quebec really sur¬ 
vive, without untold damage 
to itself and to Canada, as 
part of a free trade area or 
Canadian common market? 
There can be only one an¬ 
swer.” 

Ronald Bird, whose last Ca¬ 
nadian survey appeared in 


'The Econcmisfi five years 
ago, contrasts Levesque and' 
Prime Minister Trudeau. 

Of Levesque, he says: 

“Mr. Levesque and his col¬ 
leagues are not ardent nation- 
alisers or anti-capitalists. His 
team conceivably represents 
the best in ability that has 
ever been installed in provin¬ 
cial government throughout 
Canada’s history. 

“He has earned more res¬ 
pect and gained fewer person¬ 
al er^emies than most other 
Cana^€m poKtioal thinkers in 
the i>ast 15 years—a contra¬ 
dictory man to assess and a 
great human being, awkward 
but totally unvicious.” 

Of Trudeau, he says: 

“His intelligence is un¬ 
matched among Canadian 
prime ministers with the pos- 
sib'e excepti(jn of Louis St. 
Laurent. 

“At his best, there is no 
more attract!' e figure on the 
Canadiem political stage. At 
!' vA)-st. he rr^vokes even 
worse in other '"'ople—an un¬ 
healthy blind 1 ed of a na¬ 
tional leader A^iich has 
sourced earlier hopes of na¬ 
tional unity. Yet he can be 
humble, too, as he wras after 
being re-elected by a gnat’s 
whisker in 1972.” 


'^I’-.wrver. The mist’s 

survey contends, “Before 
C}uebecers are consulted on 
whether they want to stay in 
Clanada, the Levesque govern¬ 
ment has a stupendous job to 
put Quebec’s finances 
straight, to get its economy 
moving, and to deal effective¬ 
ly with the labor movement.” 

It claims that “a sovereign 
Quebec would almost certain¬ 
ly be a protectionist Quebec, 
and that would raise in a new 
and hideous form the odd 
inter-provincial clashes. It 
would be a formula for im¬ 
poverishment and break¬ 
down.” 


Canada, Bird states, “is rot 
a -ritar' country and never 
has been; it is Mr. Trudeau’s 
tragedy that he has failed to 
make it one.” 

“Perhaps he has exhaurted 
his role as a leader of all 
Canada by concentrating too 
exclusively on federal solu¬ 
tions for Canada’s problems, 
when the provinces have been 
demanding more room in gov¬ 
ernment for themselves.”

light that never goes out. All 
were transferred, either to the 
psychiatric centre or another 
prison. The solicitor-general 
said they weren’t dangerous 
and had simply sought safer 
and better quarters. 

The B.C. tour began hc«re 
today with formal hearings 
and testimony from regional 
officers, Public Servicie Alli¬ 
ance of Canada represent¬ 
atives, the guards’ union, and 
a pidilic meeting. 

Thday, the MPs visit the 
correctional staff college, 
where guards are trained be¬ 
fore going to B.C Pen for 
days of hearings. 

They will have a public 
meeting at Mission, where a 
new maximum security pris¬ 
on is to be opened shortly, 
then visit Mataqui before re¬ 
turning to Ottawa.

A campaign aimed at dra¬ 
matizing Canada's serious 
abuse of energy suw>]ies will 
be siarted this week by Saan¬ 
ich Aid. Tan Cass. 

Plans for a leave-youecar- 
at-home-day campaign will be 
outlined Feb. 23 at a meeting 
of the Greater Victoria inter¬ 
municipal committee. 

Cass said Friday he would 
be “bouncing off a few ideas” 
and was hopeful of obtaining 
a commitment from neighbor¬ 
ing municipalities to partici¬ 
pate in the scheme. 

“There is no question we 
have to do something to pro¬ 
tect our remaining fossil fuel 
resources.” Cass said. “Some¬ 
thing more dramatic than 
tuiTiing down the thermostat 
is needed.” 

In addition to enlisting the 
aid of elected people, Cass 
will be seeking support of en- 
viiwiment groups, ratepayers’ 
organizations and the general 
public. 


toring habits of Gieater Victo¬ 
rians, he does, however, be¬ 
lieve the campaign could be 
the start of an evolutional^’ 
change. 

“There is absolutely no 
question we have an energy 
crisis; all othei* talk is only 
clouding the issue. 

“If we only used what en¬ 
ergy we had sensibly there 
would be no shortage,” he 
said. 

“AVe can continue at our 
present rate for no more than 
five years.” he predicted. 

The energy problem was 
graphically illustrated recent¬ 
ly in the United States. “We 
had people dying from cold on 
one side of the continent while 
others were frittering away 
this essential resource." 

Canada, he said, w’as lack¬ 
ing both a transportation and 
energy policy and the federal 
government was to blame for 
“this tragic situation.” 

Cass discussed his plans

Recalling that the throne 
speech indicated formation of 
an urban transit authority, 
Cass hopes the authority “will 
be something more meaning¬ 
ful than another top level bu¬ 
reaucracy.” 

He would like to see im¬ 
proved transportation in the 
uestem sector (Langford, 
Colwood and Sooke) and be¬ 
lieves a light rail rapid transit 
system from Victoria to that 
area should be established. 

Population of the western 
community wxHild grow' by 
leaps and bounds in the next 
decade, he said, and “we 
should be planning for that 
growth now.” 

In hia tailk with Hydix> of¬ 
ficials, Cass discussed plans 
for eTmansion of service in 
Saanich. 

He learned that there was a 
possibility of an alternate 
north-south route being devel¬ 
oped for buses adjacent to 
Shelboume Street. 


Aim of the campaign was, 
he said, “to get people think¬ 
ing for one day of a mode of 
transportation other than the 
car.” 

Cass would like to see the 
campaign achieve three 
goals: 

• Dramatize the need for 
phasing out the car, especial¬ 
ly the larger gasoline guzzler 
in favor of the smaller car. 

• Demonstrate that the 
public is not as apathetic to 
the problem as most politi¬ 
cians believe. 

• Obtain a commitment 
from neighboring councils to 
y)articipate in the program. 

Cass said the w'hole ques¬ 
tion of transi)ortation was one 
asi)ect of the Saanich commu¬ 
nity plan “that interests me 
no end.” 

Cass said Canadians should 
stop paying only lip service 
and start thinking seriously 
about public transit as an al¬ 
ternative to the car.

Lincoln Alexander (Hamil¬ 
ton Wert), the Conservative 
manpower critic, called for an 
investigation into allegations 
that a Statistics Clanada em¬ 
ployee started the debate by 
leaking information to New 
Democratic Party leader Ed 
Broadbent. 

Broadbent has said that Sta¬ 
tistics Canada seriously un¬ 
derestimates the number of 
jobless Canadians by not in¬ 
cluding those in categories 
such as workers who have 
given up locating for jobs be¬ 
cause of job shortages. 

Chillen accused the MP of 
“aiding and abetting the mis- 
informatkjn and garbage 
fc^ing spread by the leader of 
the New Democratic Party.’’ 

Alexander said even Statis¬ 
tics Canada itself said that 
true unemployment now to¬ 
talled more than one million 
people.

Little red pom-pom people 
fight abortion in Ottawa 


NEW DELHI (AP) — Vijya- 
lakshmi Pandit, a revered 
Indian political figure and 
aunt of Prime Minister In¬ 
dira Gandhi, joined the op¬ 
position to her niece Monday 
with a bitter denunciation of 
Mrs. Gandhi’s emergency 
government. 

“Democratic institutions 
which we had built up through 
the years of independence 
were smothered and de¬ 
stroyed one after another.” 
she said. 

The 76-year-old Mrs. Pan¬ 
dit, a former president of the 
United Nations General As¬ 
sembly, pledged to campaign 
actively to defeat the prime 
minister — “my niece whom I 
love so much’’ — and the rul¬ 
ing Congress Party in parlia- 
m e n t a r y elections next 
month. 

Mrs. Pandit is the sister of 
India’s first prime minister, 
the late Jawaharlal Nehru, 
Mrs. Gandhi’s father. 

She delivered a blistering 
attack on the 20-month-old 
emergency, which began with 
suspension of civil liberties, 
imposition of press censorship 
and jailing of thousands of op¬ 
position politicians. 

“It is of the highest impor¬ 
tance to put an end to the au¬ 
thoritarian trend which has 
grown to vast proportions and 
is destroying cherished values 


which have guided us through 
the freedom struggle, values 
which uphold the dignity and 
worth of the individual," she 
said. 

India’s political opposition 
received a psychological boost 
from Mrs. Pandit’s decision. 
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OTTAWA (CP) — The desks 
of MPs in the Commons on 
Monday were decorated with 
little red pom-pom people 
made of wool and felt, carry¬ 
ing signs reading “Love 
Ufe.” 

Donald Munro (PC- 
Ksquimalt-Saanich) and 
Ursula Apolloni (L-York 
South) said they handed out 
the token on behalf of the Ca¬ 
nadian Youth Pro-Life Orga¬ 
nization, an anti-abortion 
group made up mainly of stu¬ 
dents. 

At a news conference later 
neither MP endorsed a state¬ 
ment by the head of the orga¬ 
nization, 21-yeai>old nursing 
student Eleanor Lusignan, 
that the government’s major 
report on abortkm made pub¬ 


lic lart week “suggests that 
Parliament is forgetting about 
the most defenceless of all 
Canadians — the unborn 
child. 

“Instead of recommending 
positive actim for Parliament 
towards the protection of the 
unborn child, it actively ad¬ 
vocates abortion on demand.” 
Miss Lusignan said. 

However, the re^rt. writ¬ 
ten by a three-member com¬ 
mittee headed by sociologist 
Robin Badgley after an 
18-month study, does not ad- 
\ocate abortion on demand. It 
contains no recommendations. 

It does say that legal abor¬ 
tions are not equally accessi¬ 
ble to all Canadian women 
because of varied interpreta¬ 
tions of the law and varied 


rules applied by provincial 
governments, hospital ad¬ 
ministrations and the medical 
profession. 

Miss Lusignan, from Hull, 
Que., said in an interview she 
had only read a summary of 
the report, not the entire 
438-page document. 

Munro and Mrs. Appolloni 
said they could neither en¬ 
dorse nor dismiss the views of 
the youth organizations be¬ 
cause they had not read the 
report either. Both MPs 
belong to a committee of 
MPs calling themselves "de¬ 
fence of the unborn.’’ 

“It’s their view, their opin¬ 
ion of the report and they 
have a right to it.” said Mrs. 
Appolloni. 


Gibson said the cost of get¬ 
ting the coal to the ships that 
w'ould take it to Japan would 
amount to $65 a ton, but the 
market price was only $55 a 
ton.

■‘Operating costs are $14 a 
ton, rail charges will be at 
least $18 a ton, port costs 
$1.50, royalty $1.50, deprecia¬ 
tion over 13 years $10 a ton 
and interest $13 a ton at 10 
per cent. 

“You need $70-a-ton coal for 
a decent return on equity, ” 
Gibson said. 

“I hope it will go ahead, but 
we need the studies so we can 
consider the issues intelligent¬ 
ly,’’ Gibson added. “We can’t 
afford uneconomic develop¬ 
ment; we have too many 
ways to spend the money we 
have,’’ he said. 

Warning the market for 
metallurgical coal \\-as vola¬ 
tile, Gibson asked whether a 
decision on the northeast coal 
development would mean coal 
developments nearing fruition 
in the south would suffer. 



Six-hour debater silenced at last 

‘Rich man’ tax bill approved 


Rod^riguez armed for filibuster 


OTTAWA ((3=) — Income 
tax changes increasing the 
ceiling cm deductions for reg¬ 
istered retirement savings 
plans and for day care were 
approved by the Commons 
Monday, but only after New' 
Democrat John Rodriguez 
spoke at length opposing the 
bill. 

Rodriguez (Nickel Belt' 
spoke for a total of six hours 
and 10 minutes on the tax bill, 
based on the May 25, 1976. 
budget speech. 

He started his speech last 
week, speaking for two hours 
and ^ minutes. Under a little- 
used Commons rule, he had 


the floor again when the de¬ 
bate resumed Monday and 
used the entire debating time 
for the day. 

Parliamentary officials say 
the longest speech recorded in 
the (Commons in the last 60 
years was by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, then Opposition lea¬ 
der. He apoke almost 15 hours 
attacking the Borden govern¬ 
ment’s navy bill. 

Since then only former 
prime ministers John Diefen- 
baker and Lester Pearson and 
Prime Jtoister Tnideau have 
spoken just over three hours 
each. 

An NDP motion asking that 


the bill go back to committee 
to reconsider the government 
decision to impose a surtax on 
incomes over $30,(X)0 for fibe 
1976 tax year only was defeift- 
ed 155 to 13. Only Gilbert Ron¬ 
deau (SC—Shefford) voted 
with the NDP. 

The Commons then went on 
to approve all of the changes 
in the bill. The vote was 
155-13.^ 

The ^government responded 
to last week^s lengthy speech 
by Rodriguez by passing a 
motion limiting debate to one 
more day. 

It was the second time in 
two weeks that the gov'em- 


^^ment h^ resorted to closure, 
'^called by Opposition MPs “a 
dictatorial tool’’ to push the 
bill through the House. It was 
only the 22nd time that clo¬ 
sure — a debate time limit - 
was used in Parliament’s his¬ 
tory. 

Because Rodriguez still had 
the floor when the closure mo¬ 
tion was introduced, he was 
allowed to continue speaking 
Monday. 

“I’m prepared to talk till 
Doomsday,’’ if that’s what It

Flexibility urged 

Kitimat 
not only 
pipe port 

OTTAWA (CP) - A federal 
interdepartmental committee 
studying environmental 
aspects of the proposed Ki¬ 
timat to Edmonton pipeline 
should be flexible enou^ to 
study alternative tanker 
ports, Don Munro (PC- 
Esquimalt-Saanich) said Mon¬ 
day. 

He told the CJommons the 
committee should have the 
pow'er to determine whether 
Kitimat is the best site for a 
tanker terminal or whether 
there are better places. 
External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said the com¬ 
mittee can examine all possi¬ 
ble sites. “It’s not committed 
to one port.” 

He said he would have to 
check on a subsequent Munro 
question on whether the com¬ 
mittee’s work is being co-or¬ 
dinated with studies by the 
environment department and 
other agencies. 

Kitimat Oil Pipe Line Ltd. 
has proposed a TlO-mile line 
to Edmonton from Kitimat to 
link up with U.S.-bound lines. 
The Kitimat line would carry 
a mixture of Alaskan and In¬ 
donesian oil. 

The proposal has brought 
loud opposition from citizens' 
groups which fear tanker 
spills in the treacherous 
waters leading to Kitimat. 

Environment Minister 
Romeo LeBlanc has promised 
public hearings on the marine 
aspect of the proposal. The 
national energy board will 
conduct hearings on the over¬ 
land route. 

Munro and Conservative en¬ 
vironment critic Bin Jarvis 
pressed the government to 
work with a United States 
government study on the best 
possible site for a West Coast 
tanker terminal. 

Munro said in an interview 
that the Conservatives oppose 
the Kitimat terminal because 
of the pollution hazards. 'Iltey 
were also against tanker traf¬ 
fic in the fuan de FTjca.

Several Torii 
gates show the way to the 


main structure, which is mo¬ 
delled after the more famous 
Kasuga Taisha shrine at 
Nara. 

The main hall is made of 
wood and has a copper-plated 
roof. There are 50 ofter struc¬ 
tures including halls for pub¬ 
lic worship, weddings and tea 
ceremonies. The ma^lor parts 
have been completely res¬ 
tored after being bombed out 
on a June 5, 1345, air raid 
during the Pacific war. 

A shrine brochure says that 
the enshrined dicty, Waka- 
hirume-no-Mikoto, is widely 
worshipped as a god for pros¬ 
perous shipping, good healtli.

The insurance scheme, said 
Wallace, would operate like 
crop insurance, on a basis of 
voluntary participation.
